RESIGNS GOVERNMENT POST 

W. Langdon Powers of 20 Range- 
ly ridge has announced his resig- 
nation as Chief Assistant United 
States Attorney for the District of 
Massachusetts. He will resume the 
general practice of law as a partner 
with the Boston firm of Sherburne, 
Powers and Needham. 

Mr. Powers who is a graduate of 
Dartmouth College and Harvard 
Law School has been active in tho 
trials of both civil and criminal 
cases in the State and Federal 
'ourts in recent years. While in 
Federal otlice, he successfully prose- 
uted many income tax evasion 
as es including that of Frank 
Iaconi, the reputed gambling rack- 
ets overlord of Worcester County. 

Prior to his appointment to the 
United States Attorney’s office in 
1953, Mr. Powers served for two 
years as Assistant District Attor- 
ney for Middlesex County. 

In World War II, Powers attained 
the rank ol Lt. Colonel in the Army, 
serving 16 months in the European 
Theatre where he was attached to 
the 10 1st Airborne Division during 
the Battle of the Bulge.

When work begins on depressing 
Bacon street so as to have it go I 
under the elevated tracks at

VERDICT FOR BRYNE 

George M. Bryne of Copley 
street, widely known Marine con- 
tractor, has won his appeal from a 
U. s. District Court order to pay 
$55,140.00 damages in connection 
with the sale of sulphur from the 
freighter, Arizona Sword, which 
Mr. Bryne raised from the bottom 
of the ('ape Cod canal in 1962. 

The United States Court of Ap- 
peals for the First Circuit, in an 
opinion written by Chief Judge 
Magruder, dated January 12, 1955, 
set aside the judgment of the Dist- 
rict Court in the case of George 
M. Bryne vs the United States and 
remanded the case to the District 
Court for a new trial. 

The District Court found for the 
government when the Office of 
Price Stabilization brought a treb- 
i le-damage suit against Mr. Bryne 
I for alleged ceiling-price violations 
in selling the salvaged sulphur at 
$60 a ton. 

Last May Judge Charles E. Wy- 
zanski, Jr., ruled the overcharge 
was $28 a ton, and assessed dam- 
ages of $55,140. 

Mr. Bryne contended steadily 
that the sulphur was not subject to 
price controls, and the Appeals 
court stated, “We think the Dist- 
rict Court erred!”

DANIEL R. BEGGS WARREN A. MAYNARD 


MARCH OF DIMES 


Daniel Richardson Beggs, prom- 
inent leather manufacturer and 
president of Beggs Cobb, Inc., 
tanners, died Monday, January 10, 
at his home, 2 Everett avenue. 

Mr. Beggs was the son of Wil- 
liam, and Mary Louise (Richard- 
son) Beggs. He was born Novem- 
ber 19, 1875, in Woburn and lived 
in that city for 40 years, attending 
the Woburn schools and Bryant and 
Stratton Commercial College. 

He went from school into the 
Beggs and Cobb tannery, of which 
his father was one of the founders, 
and learned the business from the 
ground up, advancing through the 
various departments until he suc- 
ceeded his father as president upon 
the latter’s death in 1915. Under 
, his leadership the business enlarged 
and prospered while his knowledge 
of the various tanning processes 
and understanding of the work- 
man’s point of view made him 
popular with the men who worked 
under him. Though he still re- 
tained the corporation presidency, 
he had been more or less inactive in 
the business for the three years 
preceding his death. He came to 
Winchester in 1915, building the 
house in which he lived on Everett 
avenue. 

Mr. Beggs was a 32nd Degree 
Mason and one of the older mem- 
bers of Mt. lloreb Lodge of Wo- 
burn, which he joined in 1907. 

He was a life member of this 
Lodge, of William Parkman Lodge 
of Winchester, and of Boston- 
Lafuyette Lodge of Perfection, 
Giles F. Yates Council, Princes of 
Jerusalem; Mt. Olivet Chapter of 
Rose Croix, Massachusetts Consis- 
tory and of Aleppo Temple of the 
Mystic Shrine. 

He was a member of Woburn 
Lodge of Elks, of the Winchester 
and Salem Country Clubs, of the 
Winchester Music Garden and of 
the former Calumet Club. He was 
a member of the Woburn City 
Council in 1902, representing Ward 
2, and from 1909 to 1926 he was a 
director of the Woburn National 
Bank. He was a lover of music anc 
played the violin as a young man in 
orchestras in and around Woburn, 
continuing to play the instrument 
as a hobby in later life. 

Mr. Beggs was twice married. 
In 1896 he married Maude E. Mer- 
rill of Woburn, who died in 1936. 
In 1940 he married Rubie (bisk ill, 
who survives, with a son, Daniel R., 
and a daughter, Mrs. Isabel Scott, 
both of Winchester; a brother, Syd- 
ney Beggs of Boston; *eight grand- 
children and three great-grand 
children. 

Funeral services were held Wed- 
nesday afternoon at the late resi- 
dence with Dr. Dwight L. Cart, pas- 
tor of the First Congregational 
Church, officiating. Burial was in 
Woodbrook Cemetery, Woburn.

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Whether these cars, or part of 
them, can go hack after the tracks 
have been constructed and the 
trains are running through a part 
of the present Common street re- 
mains to be seen. At nil events a 
lot of them will be unable to find 
room there, and the same goes for 
many of the cars now left in the 
parking lot below the station along 
the river. If this lot is to be 
pretty well filled up by Boston 
commuters, from Winchester and 
out-of-town, there is going to be 
that much less space for shoppers. 
Winchester’s shopping center 1ms 
been increasing in popularity year- 
ly, and right now a goodly number 
of shoppers come from out-of-town 
to patronize our stores. They are 
not going to continue to come if 
they can not find a place to park 
their cars, and it looks like, unless 
new space is found for parking, they 
are not going to he able to find 
space much longer. The Star shares 
the apprehension of the two mer- 
chants with whom we talked last 
week-end. If in addition to the 
natural confusion and difficulties 
posed by the actual overhead con- 
struction job, we must also face 
sharply curtailed parking around 
the center, the result is not pleasant 
to contemplate. Conversation with 
the Selectmen and members of the 
Planning Board indicate that both 
these town bodies are alive to the 
dangers of the situation, and very 
probably have parking plans under 
discussion right now. If they have- 
n’t, they should, for unless some- 
thing is done to provide parking 
facilities for those sure to he lost 
while the overhead goes up, we are 
going to lose enough business in 
the center to hurt us all!

WILL RUIN THE TOWN! 


That is an important meeting the 
Civil Defense authorities are hold- 
ing for parents of junior and senior 
high school puplis at the high school 
auditorium next Wednesday eve- 
ning, January 10, commencing at 
7:45. The meeting is being called 
to air the plans being made for the 
mass evacuation of school children 
under the threat of bombing, and 
the Civil Defense planners want 
very much to get parent reaction 
to these plans. If you have a child 
in school, you belong at this meet- 
ing. If you do not like what the 
authorities propose to do, the high 
school on next Wednesday evening 
is the place to say so, and perhaps 
assist in the formulation of new 
and better plans. Your Civil De- 
fense group is working in your in- 
terests and frankly is greatly dis- 
turbed at the general public apathy 
displayed toward its efforts. Theo- 
dore Boecker, chief of Civil Defense 
for Winchester, urges all parents, 
especially of high school and junior 
high school pupils, to attend this 
important meeting. The mass 
evacuation of our school children is 
a gigantic task and one of tremen- 
dous importance. He wants all 
the help he can get in solving this 
problem to the satisfaction of as 
many parents as possible. 

The Star last week-end had oO 
casion to chat with two local mer- 
chants, both of whom are gravely 
concerned with the future of their 
businesses during the construction 
of the overhead through the center. 
Not only are they apprehensive 
about probable loss of business dur- 
ing the time the center is l ipped up 
for the coming heavy construction. 
In addition to this understandable 
apprehension these successful busi- 
nessmen are also wondering about 
a very real problem, which is what 
is to he done to provide new pa i k- 
ing for that which will be lost dur- 
ing the coming heavy construction. 
You can’t laugh off this parking 
problem as something that is only 
temporary and likely to take care 
of itself. The overhead isn’t going 
to be completed in a year, probably 
not in two years, and even a year 
will he plenty long enough to shut 
the doors of many a small Winches- 
ter businessman if lack of parking 
causes an appreciable drop in his 
patronage. If local parking is go- 
ing to be considerably worse than 
it has been, and this lack of space 
for cars is going to continue for a 
year, or two, or three, local busi- 
ness is going to suffer! Make no 
mistake about it! All you have to 
do is look from the Star front win- 
dows and see the lines of parked 
cars on Common street to realize 
that new parking is an integral 
part of the overhead construction 
project. The cars parked on Com- 
mon street from the center to Win- 
chester station will have to go else- 
where when the actual construction 
of the temporary tracks through 
that area is begun, and that goes 
for the cars that are daily jammed 
in behind the station itself.

CONCRETE SHELTER 
TO REPLACE STATION 
AT CROSS STREET 


A GOVERNMENT OF LAWS! 


Elimination of a wooden frame 
passenger station at Cross street, 
Winchester, nnd substitution of a 
concrete shelter in its place is plan- 
ned by the Boston and Maine Rail- 
road. 

The Railroad will seek approval 
of its plan by the Department of 
Public Utilities and has already ad- 
vised the Selectmen of Winchester 
and the Mayor of Woburn of its 
proposal. 

Although located in Winchester, 
the Cross street station is close to 
the Woburn town line and is patron- 
ized by residents of ‘Woburn. Re- 
cently the Railroad was authorized 
by the Department of Public Util- 
ities to substitute concrete shelters 
for three other stations on the Wo- 
burn Loop, at Woburn Highlands, 
Central Square, and North Woburn. 

The Cross Street Station, now un- 
der consideration for removal, was 
built 02 years ago. The Boston and 
Maine proposes to dispose of it by 
sale, for use in its present location, 
for sale for removal, or to be de- 
molished. Present platforms would 
he retained and adequately lighted. 
The three-sided concrete shelter it 
is planned to build would be located 
about twenty feet from the present 
building. 

The Railroad said its proposal is 
n.ade in the interests of economy as 
decreased patronage at the station 
does not require maintenance of a 
station and caretaker.

Quick and easy prepared foods 
from your local store, plenty of 
milk in your refrigerator each day, 
and a sure supply v ,f meat, vege- 
tables. and fruit mean you always 
have wonderful food on hand. A 
trip to the store is an inspiration 
today. Food looks good, tastes 
good, and you often save time when 
you are alert to good new ideas. 

Here are seven starters, for a 
Week of smart cooking and eating. 

Lunch: Serve Apple Sauce 

Frenchie Sandwiches. Between two 
slices of hot golden French toast, 
spread hot apple sauce. Flavor the 
hot apple sauce with a dash of cin- 
namon, nutmeg, and a piece of but- 
ter. Garnish each sandwich with a 
shake of sugar-cinnamon topping. 

Make ahead for lunch: When you 
pack cheese sandwiches for school 
lunches make an extra for your own 
lunch; butter it on the outside and 
store it in the refrigerator. At 
noon, grill it in your small frying 
pan. 

Dessert, delicious and low-calorie: 
Make coffee gelatine dessert; top 
it with this cottage-dessert topping. 
Beat or sieve cottage cheese if you 
wish it smooth; perhaps you like 
to thin yours with just a little milk 
or cream. Spread on top of gel- 
atine, and top very lightly with 
maple syrup. 

Glamorous Cake-Mix Treat. It’s 
easy too. Start with chocolate 
cake; it goes well with many ice 
cream flavors — peppermint, pis- 
tachio, coffee, vanilla. 

Bake and cool two layers of ^ake 
from the package mix. (’hill one 
empty baking pan and pack it with 
ice cream. Freeze it hard in the 
refrigerator. At serving time, turn 
the layer of ice cream onto the bot- 
tom layer of cake; top with the re- 
maining cake. This cake is pleasing 
with a simple trimming of confec- 
tioner’s sugar which you sprinkle 
through the pattern of a paper 
doily. 

Breakfast to pamper an ailing 
grade schooler. Serve him a howl 
of cereal flakes topped with milk 
or cream, having a heaping scoop 
of ice cream worked through the 
cereal. He is more apt to clean his 
dish if you break up the ice cream 
throughout the cereal. 

Vegetable treat for a company 
dinner. Cook and drain a package 
of frozen lima beans as directed on 
the package. Then add a cup or 
two of very small white onions, pip- 
ing hot and drained of liquid. Serve 
hot with herb butter sauce made by 
mixing melted butter with salt, 
paprika, celery salt, a little thyme! 
and minced parsley. Let your taste 
guide you in adding flavorings to 
melted butter; be careful. 

Lunch: Served caramel flavored 
quick pudding with cinnumon 
flavored whipped cream. Mix cin- 
namon with sugar you add to flavor 
the whipped cream. 


BIRDS LIKE OUR WINTERS, TOO 

The 1954 Christmas Count, under- 
taken by the Massachusetts Audu- 
bon Society as part of a nation- 
wide c ensus, proved once again that 
birds like to spend the winter in 
New England. In a dawn to dusk 
check on the wild feathered popula- 
tion of Massachusetts, members of 
the Society and their friends re- 
corded 83 pieces on Cape Ann, the 
highest number in 20 years of cen- 
sus taking. In Newburyport the 
number reached 81, on the South 
Shore 75, another record-breaker, 
while Cape Cod listed 118. 

In a project where every bird 
counts, dedicated observers arose in 
temperature far below freezing, 
dressed by lamp-light in five or six 
layers of clothing, filled thermoses 
ind sand buckets, lit hand-warmers, 
and plodded out into the snow. 
Across the country it was the same, 
whether in sleet or burning sun- 
shine. No’ a hir’d must go un- 
counted. And the records, when 
finally compiled, will be published 
in a thick booklet, so that those who 
are interested may delve further 
to discover just what was seen 
where, and how many, even by 
whom. 

Because of a cold December the 
number of individuals (birds, that 
s) was lower than in the past few 
years. But due to the recent mild 
winters more species are over- win- 
tering. Robins, catbirds, thrashers, 
and even orioles were fair ly gener- 
illy reported. On the other hand, 
bluebirds were missing from many 
communities for the first time. The 
winter finches were noted in un- 
usually good numbers; Acadian 
hickadecs (like our state bird, hut 
with a brown head) added a new 
species to several counts; snowy 
owls drifted down from the Arctic 
•ircle, but Holboell’s grebes stayed 
north, with 133 found near Cape 
N’eddick, Maine. 

A yellow-crowned night heron 
seen at Eastham gave Massachu- 
setts its first winter record for this 
bird, hard to find even in summer. 
A blue goose was seen at Newbury- 
port, 40 razor-billed auks in one 
group off Plum Island, 5 short-eared 
owls on the South Shore, a green- 
winged teal in Wellesley, a broad- 
winged hawk, rare in winter, in 
Ipswich, and an albino red-tail near 
Westport. 

Feeders as usual yielded interest- 
ing species, dickcissels, Oregon 
juncos, winter and Carolina wrens, 
mockingbirds, and a black-headed 
grosbeak, a visitor from the west. 

Totals of individual birds seen 
may be somewhat staggering t<> the 
uninitiated, 2718 starlings on Cape 
Ann, 28,860 herring gulls flying 
past Minot’s Light, but to the 
Christmas counter it’s all in the 
day’s census.

SECOND HOOVER REPORT READY 


The Second Hoover Commission, 
now in the final stages of its study 
of the Federal Government, has 
just made a Progress Report to 
Congress. Dated December 31, 
1954, this report, signed by former 
President Herbert Hoover, the 
Chairman, informed the Congress 
that within the next few weeks the 
Commission expects to submit to 
Congress its recommendations bas- 
ed on reports submitted by seven 
of its task forces. Other reports 
will follow as they are completed, 
studied and Commission action tak- 
en. It is the expectation of the 
Commission that its work will be 
completed by May 31, 1955, the date 
set for the termination of its activ- 
I 

Fourteen important areas of gov- 
ernment have been the subject of 
inquiry by the Commission, whose 
objective was well described by Her- 
bert Hoover when he said, ‘‘The 
major purpose of the Commission 
is to find ways of saving money 
for the taxpayers.” 

The task forces, committees and 
subcommittees set up by the Com- 
mission to carry on the investig- 
ative phases of its activities are as 
follows: Budget and Accounting, 
Intelligence Activities, Legal Serv- 
ices and Procedures, Lending Agen- 
cies, Medical Services, Overseas 
Economic Operations, Paperwork 
Management. Procurement, Real 
Property, Subsistence Services, Use 
and Disposal of Surplus Property, 
Water Resources and Power, Com- 
mitteee on Business Organization 
of the Department of Defense, Sub- 
committee on Business Enterprises 
in the Department of Defense, Sub- 
committee on Research Activities 
in the Department of Defense, Sub- 
committee on Special Personnel 
Problems in the Department of De- 
fense, Subcommittee on Transpor- 
tation Activities in the Department 
of Defense, and Subcommittee on 
Depot Utilization. 

Public support for the recom- 
mendations of the forthcoming Sec- 
ond Hoover Report is being organ- 
ized from coast to coast by the 
Citizens Committee for the Hoover 
Report. Encouraged by the unpre- 
cedented record of the First Hoover 
Report — over 70% of its recommen- 
dations adopted — voluntary biparti- 
san groups are being organized in 
each State, building up a grass- 
roots demand for better government 
at a better price through the adop- 
tion of this latest Hoover blueprint 
for Federal reorganization. 

New England activities in the 
campaign are headed by former 
Massachusetts Governor Joseph B. 
Ely. The New England Region 
office of the Citizens Committee for 
the Hoover Report at 73 Tremont 
street, Boston, is in charge of Ed- 
ward A. Sherman who was director 
of the Massachusetts Committee for 
the Hoover Report in the 1949-1952 
campaign in support of the First 
Hoover Report.

Royal Barry Wills, internation- 
ally known architect, has recently 
moved to Winchester from Melrose.

He 
fins two sons, Charles Barry, who 
has established a contracting busi- 
ness, and Richard who is associated 
with his father in the latter’s Bos- 
ton office.

His latest — "Living on the Level” 
which Houghton Mifflin brought out 
this week in two editions is a hook 
of plans, sketches and practical ad- 
vice for anyone contemplating 
building a house.

POLIO HITTING MORE ADULTS 

Use of the term “infantile pn 
ralysls” to describe the disease of 
poliomyelitis has become a mis- 
nomer in recent years as increasing 
numbers of adults are felled by the 
disease. This is revealed in the re- 
port of a survey conducted by the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis. 

And the sad fact is that adults 
are more likely to be stricken by 
the more serious forms of polio. 
Rullmr cases are fairly common 
among adult polio patients. They 
are more likely than children to 
require respiratory aids such as 
iron lungs, according to the survey. 

One in Five Over 20 

Today more than one out of five 
diagnosed polio cases occur among 
people 20 years of age or over. 
More than one out of every live 
deaths from polio occur in the same 
age group. 

The tragedy of this is readily 
apparent. The family breadwinner 
or mother of small children may 
become a polio victim with disturb- 
ing consequences for the family 
group and the community as a 
w hole. 

March of Dimes aid, to minimize 
this shock and dislocation, is avail 
able for any and all polio patients 
who need it, regardless of age, the 
report said. 

March of Dimes funds pay hos- 
pital and other bills, provide post- 
hospital treatment and help polio 
patients rebuild their lives to be- 
come productive, useful citizens. 

$200,000,000 For Polio Care 

The National Foundation for In- 
fantile paralysis has spent more 
that $200,000,000 in March of Dimes 
funds on aiding polio patients since 
1938. 

Long-Term Polio Care Needed 

Almost $30,000,000 in March of 
Dimes funds was needed during 
1954 to provide help for polio pa- 
tients. At the beginning of 1955, 
seventy thousand patients were still 
on active lists of National Founda- 
tion chapters. The March of Dimes 
needs your financial support to con- 
tinue aid for patients.

ANNUAL MEETING

The League feels that our Trade 
policies should have stability so 
that exporters and importers will 
know on what they can depend.

“Take our Washington office fox 
instftnee, There we provide veter- 
ans, widows And dependent parents 
or children of this community and 
countless others with the advice and 
assistance of attorneys and physi- 
cians who arc exports in veterans' 
laws and the regulations of the Vet- 
erans Administration. Many claim- 
ants from this area have been as- 
sisted by our national rehabilitation 
service staff when their claims 
were sent up to the board of vet- 
eran appeals, which is the “supreme 
court” of the Veterans Administra- 
tion. 

“Do not forgot, either, that here 
in the state of Massachusetts we 
also have skilled V. F. W. service 
officers who are ready and willing 
to give expert help to veterans and 
veterans’ dependents of this com- 
munity who file claims with V. A. 
regional offices or hospitals. 

“Post Nov 3719 stands ready to 
help in these matters. No charge 
whatsoever is made by this post or 
by our far-fiun'g national rehabilita- 
tion service for preparing or pro- 
secuting claims based on Military 
service.

Received a call from the military 
adviser to Mr, Burgess, Assistant 
Secretary for Manpower, who said 
the Administration would hack 
Mouse Bill 587 (Teague Bill) and 
Senate Bill 300 (Neuberger hill) 
and gave me permission to use this 
information. The writer has not yet 
had the opportunity to study these 
hills but understands they both call 
for the furnishing of educational 
benefits ns hitherto promised.

Last week our friendship was 
somewhat dissolved when Dave 
hoarded the ship returning him to J 
the states for his discharge. I 
know I will truly miss him. As I 
now look hack on our past relation- 
ship I recall our last briefing prior 
to embarking for our overseas as- 
signment. As the lecturing officer i 
versed us on the importance of 
spreading American goodwill . . . 

I can sincerely say that the people 
of Winchester can now truly be 
proud of their representative there 
that day. Through this media of* 
correspondence T hope to re-en- 
courage you to produce more such 
missionaries and ambassadors of 
American goodwill. By such acts 
maybe some day populations the 
world over will have some idea of 
the democratic way of life which 
we cherish so dearly.

Ed. Note: The following clipping 
from the “Philippines Flyer” dated 
Friday, December 24, 1954, explains 
more fully what “Dave” Snow has 
done. He is the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Lester R. Snow of 68 Fletcher 
street. 

A lot of people talk about the 
necessity of maintaining friendly 
relations with our neighbors, hut 
few ever do anything about it. It 
is usually easier talking than doing, 
and so their ideals seldom move be- 
yond the dream stage. 

One man, A/ 1C David R. Snow, 
6200th ABG, has proven how good 
ideals can pay off in practical re- 
sults when you work at them. 

Several months ago Snow was in- 
vited by a friend to the town fiesta 
of Magalang, Pampanga, a town 
located at the foothills of Mt. Aray- 
at. Snow was very much impressed 
by the hospitality of the inhabit- 
ants. He was urged to share in 
their festivities, was invited into 
their homes, and was asked to re- 
turn a few days later to witness 
the dedication of a new agricultural 
school building. 

The school, the Pampanga Na- 
tional Agricultural School, is the 
pride and joy of the town. The old 
school building had at one time 
served as the headquarters for Huk 
activity in that area. Much time 
had passed, however, since dissi- 
dents had disturbed Magalang. The 
hoys, who would have been recruits 
for the links, are now turning their 
efforts to learning the latest scien- 
tific agricultural methods. They 
are becoming farmers instead of 
fighters. 

The school, which has been built 
with flic assistance of the FOA 
(Foreign Operations Administra- 


tion), was still in need of improve 
ment. A sidewalk needed to be 
built; wall lockers and beds were 
needed for the use of the students 
living at the school. Realizing what 
the school lacked, Snow offered his 
help. And from that day until the 
present, he has been spending his 
weekends in Magalang laying the 
sidewalk, building an overpass and 
plowing the land with modern equip- 
ment for the planting of sugar cane. 

At first the Magalangans 
were not a litle surprised to 
find an American pitching in 
with them, shirtless and in 
bare feet. Their formal polite- 
ness soon turned into engag- 
ing friendliness. They came 
t f > accept him as one like them- 
selves, to the point where they 
often jokingly call him a Fili- 
pino. 

Through S n o w arrangements 
were made for the school officials 
to visit the Clark salvage yard. For 
use in the school, they were able to 
buy the much needed wall lockers 
and beds, plates, screening and sil- 
verware. They even bought can- 
teens that the students would 
have fresh drinking water along 
with them while they worked in the 
fields. Not only were the officials 
happy to lie able to buy this equip- 
ment, hut they were gratified to get 
it at a discount, and at a suhstan- , 
tially lower price than they could 
have gotten elsewhere. 

As part cf his activities. 
Snow has been shooting 16mm 
movies of the school and its 
activities, and of some of the 
happenings in the town itself. 

To date he has given them ap- 
proximately 500 feet of film, 
which he feels will serve some- 
day to show them the progress 
they have made. Presently, 
whenever some special event 
occurs, all the people gather in 
the town plaza in the evening 
to watch these movies which 
are projected on a large white 


bed sheet. The projector itself 
is run olT by a portable gener- 
ator. 

To show their appreciation to 
Snow and some of the other airmen, 
such as A/1C William Sather, 
1961st A ACS, whom he has intro- 
duced to the Magalangans, the 
people have extended invitations to 
ill Clark personnel to visit their 
town, schools and other points of 
interest. Officials of the school 
have offered Americans the use of 
their swimming pool and the sur- 
rounding area as public grounds. 

Snow himself as been shown a- 
round the model barrio improve- 
i ment projects which are being 
sponsored by the 4-H Clubs; 
(through them he has visited the 
seven model barrios in Magalang, 
Muhalacat and San Fernando, in 
addition to visiting some Tilapia 
farms. 

Because he is now leaving for 
the States, Snow would like other 
men to replace him who would he 
interested in associating with the 
people of Magalang and the school 
in much the same way that he has 
in the past. Associating with these 
people, says Snow, is a rewarding 
experience in itself. 

“They appreciate anything you f 
can do for them,” says Snow; and 
speaking for those that he has 
come in contact with, he says, “The 
important thing is that they now 
look upon Americans differently — 
with less awe, and more under- 
standing.”

WINCHESTER MAN'S STORY 
INSPIRING 


Oldsters who read the story of 
Antonio J. Tambone of 68 Wedge- 
mere avenue, successful contractor 
and realtor, will find the achieve- 
ment of this immigrant son of 
Italy reminiscent of the old Hora- 
tio Alger heroes who rose from 
rags to riches through intelligence 
and hard work. 

Mr. Tambone’s story is as thrill- 
ing and inspirational as any con- 
ceived by Mr. Alger. Born Febru- 
ary 10, 1921, in Mineo, in the Prov- 
ince of Catania, Italy, he came 
with his parents to this country at 
the age of three months, settling 
in New York. 

There at the age of six he start- 
ed to learn the trade of his father, 
a plasterer, working with his fath- 
er as a water boy. After a few 
years in New York he and his 
family moved to Chelsea, where 
Mr. Tambone went to grade school 
and at the age of 12 became ap- 
prenticed to a barber, working af- 
ter school and Saturdays at the 
munificent wage of 25c per week. 

Later he worked in a grocery 
store part time and still later, at 
the age of 14, as a milkman’s help- 
er and assistant to a fruit and 
vegetable peddler. 

When he was 16 he returned to 
his father’s trade and gradually 
got small jobs to do on his own, 
saving his money and accumulating 
several hundred dollars during his 
high school days. 

While in Chelsea High School 
Mr. Tambone became interested in 
building construction, and follow- 
ing his graduation in 1939, he took 
a course of evening study in archi- 
tecture and construction at North- 
eastern University. At the age of 
17, while working as a plasterer 
for his father, he drew his first 
plans for a house, which so im- 
pressed a builder that he actually 
constructed a house at Beverly 
Farms based on this first “Tam 
bone House Plan.” 

Encouraged by this initial suc- 
cess, Mr. Tambone continued his 
studies at Northeastern and in 1941, 
at the age of 20, while still at col- 
lege, he bought his first piece of 
ground and erected his first house 
in Medford. 

World War II interrupted his 
plans for the future and sent him 
into the famous See Bees, where 
he added to his engineering and 
contracting experience by con- 
structing a rifle range in Virginia 


and air fields and shelters in the 
Aleutians. 

After his discharge from the 
Navy and two years employment 
with Boston engineering firms, Mr. 
Tambone re-entered the construc- 
tion field on a full-time basis. It is 
of local interest that the second 
r home he built, the first after his 
return to home construction, was 
i in Winchester. 

In 1947 Mr. Tambone married 
Alma V. Soraeco of Dorchester, and 
with his wife moved to Winches- 
ter, living then on Alden Lane. 
They now have three sons and a 
daughter; Anthony, 6; Robert, 4; 
Richard, 2; and Mary Virginia, 4 
months. 

Mr. Tambone’s first planned com- 
munity of houses was erected in 
Winchester in the Alden Lane sec- 
tion of the town. It was at this 
time, 1947-48, that Mr. Tambone’s 
younger brother, Salvatore, joined 
the firm, now known as the Massa- 
chusetts Builders, Ine., to take 
charge of field operations. Mr. 
Tambone, the founder of the busi- 
ness, served as president and gene- 
ral manager. 

The tragic deatty of Salvatore 
Tambone removed him from the 
firm in 1952 and his loss was deep- 
ly felt. In 1948-49 the company 
commenced in Peabody operations 
that resulted in the construction 
of hundreds of homes in the North 
Shore area. Others were built in 
Woburn, Reading and Burlington. 
The firm prospered and expanded 
and a suite of offices was opened in 
Malden Square. 

In 1952 the A. J. Tambone, Inc., 
Realtors, was founded to handle 
the brokerage and appraisal work 
of the Massachusetts Builders, Inc. 
Today it also handles sales of oth- 
er developments for other builders, 
assisting them in financing, super- 
vision and appraisals. 

In the early part of 1954, the 
firm, having outgrown its former 
quarters, established a new busi- 
ness home at 88 Main street in 
Reading, comprising a beautiful 
strictly modern office building with 
a separate area at the rear for 
storage, equipment and repairs. 

Mr. Tambone is a member of 
the State Association of Massa- 
chusetts Architects, and the Home 
Builders of Greater Boston, as well 
as a member of the board of di- 
rectors, and of the Massachusetts 
Real Estate Association. He be- 
longs to the Elks and St. Mary’s 
Holy Name Society, and in 1945 
he was service vice commander of 
the Veterans of Foreign Wars in 
Medford. He is also a member of 
the Eastern Middlesex Board of 
Realtors, a member of the Ameri- 
can Legion in Medford and the 
National Association of Home 
Builders.

JUNIOR HIGH ART WORK 
ON EXHIBITION 


The Junior Red Cross Program, 
operating in schools throughout the 
country * lr, ys an important role in 
preparing youth for the responsi- 
bilities it must one day assume. The 
organization is actually an expan- 
sion of the adult body to include a 
junior membership. It develops its 
programs of service to others under 
the direction of teachers in the 
schools.

PATENT TO NILES 


George E. Niles of 11 Madison 
avenue West was the recipient on 
December 28, 1954, of U. S. Patent 
No. 2,698,264, entitled “Treatment 
of Textile Materials.” 

It hns been a common practice 
to treat yarns nnd fabrics with 
starch solutions in order to impart 
n relatively stiff finish to them. 
However, those starched materials 
do not retain their stiffened char- 
acter after mild washings and may 
even lose it after a single washing. 
Thus it is the object of Mr. Niles’ 
invention to overcome this limita- 
tion. 

In other words, he hns discovered 
that a substantially permanent 
stiffened finish, which cannot he ap- 
preciably removed by ordinary 
washing operations, may be ob- 
tained by first dipping the fabric 
in, or spraying it with, certain 
“styrenemalcic anhydride” compo- 
sitions and then treating it with a 
dilute solution of a metal salt. This 
process is applicable to fabrics 
made of cotton, rayon, nylon, glass, 
linen, flax, hemp, wool and silk, and 
also to those containing mixtures 
or blends of these materials. It is 
advantageous for the treatment of 
yarns, for it improves their ten- 
sile strength and increases their 
resistance to abrasion, with the re- 
sult that the weaving operation is 
facilitated. It may be applied ad- 
vantageously to fibers at any stage 
of their processing prior to spin- 
ning; and yarns prepared from 
them may readily be woven. In ad- 
dition, it may be employed to treat 
fibers that are to be used in the 
manufacture, for example, of non 
woven fabrics or cotton batting. 

In his patent specifications, Mr 
Niles describes in detail the meth- 
od of preparing his textile stiffen- 
ing compositions, listing the ingre- 
dients that may be employed and 
the percentages thereof that may 
be used to obtain satisfactory re- 
sults. He also cites a number of 
examples of the practice of his in- 
vention wherein the treated fabrics 
had a stiff finish and were resistant 
to washing or laundering. 

This patent has been assigned to 
Monsanto Chemical Company.

‘‘RUG OF CIVILIZATION” 

Rare example of Persian rug-weavers’ art on display at showrooms of Koko Boodakian & Sons. 


RUG OF CIVILIZATION 


At the show-rooms of Koko Boo- 
dakian and Sons, dealers in Orien- 
tal and other fine rugs, at 14 Loeh- 
wan street in the North End, there 
is now on display the great “Rug 
of Civilization” made 75 years ago 
in anticipation of the coming of a 
youthful Sultan of Persia, Ahmed 
Kajar, and hailed by experts 
everywhere as even the peer of the 
million dollar “Holy Carpet of Ar- 
dible.” 

Harry P. Burroughs, Boston con- 
noisseur, acquired the rug at an 
auction in New York and brought 
it to Boston in the early spring of 
1927. Mr. Boodakian got the rug 
from the Burroughs family in 1954, 
and showed it recently at a meeting 
of Winchester Rotary. 

The story of the rug is an inter- 
esting one. Before the birth of the 
Persian Shah, Ahmed Kajar, a 
fanatical and intensely religious 
icople had prayed for years for 
the coming of a hero. 

Some unknown genius of the 
time conceived the idea of weaving 
a rug to represent the progress of 
civilization in the world, which 


would have been but a prologue to 
the splendid rule of the long hoped 
for sultan. 

Without doubt twelve or more 
men worked continuously for more 
than 10 years to complete this rug 
masterpiece. Into it are woven 165 
world famous characters, repre- 
senting the dominent figures of 
civilization; founders of religions 
and cities, warriors, teachers, phil- 
osophers and historians, including 
Christ, Moses, Confucius, Socrates, 
Mohammed; and representing the 
western hemisphere, George Wash- 
ington, Benjamin Franklin, Napo- 
leon, and Christopher Columbus. 

Woven in Arabic about the rug 
are the fine words, “Long Live the 
Names of the Great and Magnani- 
mous of the World.” 

Since the work of all these pala- 
dins of history was to he merely a 
setting for the wonders to be ac- 
complished by the youthful Shah, 
the artist who conceived the rug 
and his workmen made the likeness 
of the young ruler the largest and 
finest portrait of all those shown, 
enclosing it in its own frame, a- 
round which were woven the words, 
“The blessed likeness of the youth- 
ful Shah, the high and noble sover-

ieign, his holy majesty, Sultan 
Ahmed Kajar, may his life be for- 
ever prolonged.” 

There are in the Rug of Civiliz- 
ation 36,288 knots and 2,000 stitch- 
es to the square inch. The inner 
circle in the center of the rug de- 
picts the Christian World, with the 
outer circle, the barbarian world. 
Most remarkable are the likenesses 
of the various characters depicted. 

The rug was completed in time 
to present to the youthful Shah at 
his coronation, hut the high hopes 
it expressed were never realized, 
for the young monarch, reared in 
a western culture in Paris, cared 
more for the pleasures of his life 
there than for heading a nation, 
and in the end was repudiated by 
his people, returning to Paris with 
his “Rug of Civilization” and the 
Mogul diamond. 

After wasting his fortune he 
saerified the rug, which finally 
came into the possession of the late 
Topakyan, former imperial Persian 
consul-general, who added to what 
was then known as the greatest 
collection of rugs in America. Upon 
Topakyan’s death Harry E. Bur- 
roughs acquired the rug. 

Dickran P. Chutjian, an Armen- 
ian rug expert, once said of the 
rug, “There is no other rug in exis- 
tence to compare with the Master- 
piece rug,” as the Rug of Civiliz- 
ation is often called. Mr. Chutjian 
also said “A greater artist made 
this than made the famous Gobelin 
tapestries.” 

Only a great genius could have 
! conceived a design so intricate, and 
executed it so skillfully. The tex- 
ture is beautifully soft and fine, the 
I stitch unique. 

The beauty of the “Rug of Civil- 
j ization” appeals not only to con- 
noisseurs, but to the rank and file 
of men. The rug must he very 
carefully handled for the peculiar 
i stitch used in the weaving is now 
a lost art and the rug can not be 
repaired if it is damaged. 

Mr. Boodakian and his sons are 
receiving many invitations to show 
the rug to organizations, and wish 
through the Star to invite any in- 
terested to see this great weaving 
masterpiece at their showrooms.

MECHANICAL "BRAINS’' 

SIR POLIO FACTS AND FIGURES 

Some time this spring a man in 
Michigan will enter the first of a 
long series of small cards, punched 
full of cryptie little holes, into a 
big gray machine. When all the 
cards have been processed, he will 
be the first to know’ whether chil- 
dren everywhere may bo free from 
the threat of polio. 

This man, world-famous epidemi- 
ologist Dr. Thomas Francis Jr., is 
now directing an exhaustive an- 
alysis of the data being collected at 
the University of Michigan from 
217 trial areas in 44 states where 
the famous polio vaccine trials of 
1954 were held. 

The Francis Report, when it 
comes, will be a distillation of some 
144 million facts about those tests. 
It may tell us that the new vaccine 
is successful — that poliomyelitis 
may soon become, like cholera or 
the bubonic plague, a dark thing of 
the past. Or it may say more re- 
search is needed before we are rid 
of paralytic polio. 

The mechanical gadget he’ll use 
is called a punch-card tabulator. 
Its role in these tests is a dramatic 
one. But others like it, operating 
in universities all over the country 
and at headquarters of the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis, 
have helped in an equally vital if 
undramatic way to boost this ma- 
chine into the limelight in the con- 
tinuing war on polio. 

Complex Fact-Finding 

The men and machines assigned 
to this painstaking task are part of 
a complex fact-finding organization 
financed by the March of Dimes. 
Without them, we might still he 
stumbling around in the dark — tilt- 
ing at windmills, desperately seek- 
ing highly elusive answers to 
questions about the who, what, 
where, why of polio prevention and 
treatment. For facts are weapons; 
without them no war is won. 

The task set for these men and 
machines is a formidable one. The 
job of fact-gathering is itself enor- 
mous. Part of the job — and only 
a part — is to keep tabs on every 
polio patient, everywhere in the 
country: his age, sex, diagnosis, 
progress, when he got polio, how 
long he’s had it — everything about 
him with the possible exception of 
how he likes his eggs. 

From these facts, vital patterns 
emerge — patterns that can provide 
the answers science must have 
to fight the W’ar. 

74,000 Patients Forecast 
They show, for instance, that 
over the years there has been a 
constant build-up of the number of 
Americans now’ suffering from the 
effects of polio. They w’arn that the 
National Foundation, at the present 
rate, may expect requests for finan- 
cial assistance from some 74,000 
polio patients in 1955 — of whom 
perhaps 24,000 will be new r oases. 
This latter represents six out of 
every 10 persons stricken during a 
year. 

They htdp forecast — as much as 
it can be forecast — the pattern of 
polio incidence: where it may strike, 
and when, and w hom. For example, 
recent figures indicate that, polio 
is increasing among adults who are 
20 and over. These facts help to 
decide where aid is needed most — 
where regional respiratory centers 
should be set up in relation to exist-

ment depots must be established to 
speed iron lungs, rocking beds and 
other polio-fighting weapons to new 
fronts. Thus they show the way 
to better patient care. 

By keeping in close-tduch with 
hospitals, those fatjt-finders can es- 
timate wffint the current poli<Y.4ftua- 
tion is, at any moment. Thrbugli 
n careful system of 30 day checks 
on ench patient, they know that 
polio patients stay in hospitals 
longer: that more people are being 
treated with better results than 
ever before. 

Keep Track of Funds 

And they help show, too, how 
much all this will cost. For — of 
equally vital import to the public — 
they keep meticulous track of the 
funds contributed to the polio fight 
through the annual January fund 
raising campaign. 

They help the National Foun- 
dation police these funds with 
militancy; keep detailed hospital 
records, make comparative studies 
of hospital rates, record and ex- 
amine all expenditures. They guide 
the National Foundation in its fin- 
ancial planning and preparation for 
each new polio offensive, by sug- 
gesting how these funds may 
he list'd. 

The big gray machines keep 
track of all this — and more — by 
punching little holes in cards. It 
takes great skill to read and use 
these little cards effectively — but, 
the National Foundation and its 
fact-finders have that skill.

BURGLAR CAPTURED 

MAN FOUND IN HAS STATION 
HAD LONG RECORD 

Veteran Patrolman Archie O’Con- 
nell and one of the younger officers, 
Patrolman Roland Roy surprised 
: and captured a burglar shortly 
after 3 o’clock Tuesday morning in 
the Tydol Gas Station of Earl Rice 
at 955 Main street in the North End. 

Officers O’Connell and Roy were 
trying doors in that neighborhood 
and while Officer Roy was at the 
Parker Lane Winn Fuel Company’s 
plant, nearby, Officer O’Connell 
tried the door of the Rice station 
and found it ajar.

HELD ZONING HEARING 

The Planning Board held a 
public hearing on contemplated 
changes in the town Zoning 
Map Monday evening in the high 
school auditorium with Planning 
Board Chairman Ralph H. Bonnell 
emphasizing that the hearing was 
not a legal hearing, but rather of 
a preliminary nature called to en- 
able the Board to get opinions on 
zoning changes which they may 
propose to the town for acceptance 
at the meeting in March. In 
response to questions Mr. Bonnell 
stated that in the event the Plan- 
ning Board places articles in the 
warrant calling for any or all of 
the changes discussed Monday 
night a formal legal hearing would 
have to be called, and those direct- 
ly affected by the changes would be 
notified in accordance with the law. 

The attendance was disappoint- 
ingly small, especially for so im- 
portant a hearing, but those present 
showed a tendency to discuss the 
changes outlined, though aside from 
occasional indications, they got no 
statement from the Planning Board 
as to what its actual recommenda- 
tions are to be. 

Generally the discussion had to 
do with changes in presently estab- 
lished business, industrial and resi- 
dence zones, changing one from the 
other in somo instances, and clari- 
fying or restricting certain zones 
in others. 

In all there were fourteen pro- 
posed changes in the zoning map 
under discussion. Allan Benjamin, 
zoning authority and consultant to 
the Planning Board, was present to 
answer questions and give technical 
advice. 

On Swanton street it was pro- 
posed to change from business to 
residence an area on the north side 
of the street to the east of the rail- 
road tracks, the Planning Board 
feeling that in the foreseeable 
future there will be no need for any 
further business there and that the 
change will protect any homes that 
may be built in the newly designat- 
ed area. 

The change, if adopted, will take 
1500 feet from a present business 
area of 2400 feet, and Mr. Bonnell 
explained that it is considered good 
planning to concentrate business in 
certain areas rather than permit it 
to spread along an entire street. 

Business in that area is now 
largely concentrated at the corners 
of Florence and Swanton streets, 
and it is the Planning Board’s feel- 
ing that it should remain there. 

There was little expressed objec- 
tion to this change, nor to another 
on the other side of the tracks on 
Swanton street, in this instance 
changing from industrial to busi- 
ness zoning. 

A considerable portion of the 
hearing was devoted to discussing 
the proposal to change from indus- 
trial to general residence a strip of 
land east of the Boston & Maine 
tracks commencing at a point 200 
feet north of Swanton street and 
extending to the Aberjona River. 

The only owner of any of this 
property present at the meeting, 
Mr. Fitzgerald, proposed that his 
land, a parcel extending northerly 
420 feet from the point 200 feet 
north of Swanton street and 300 
feet wide he kept in the industrial 
zone and that the map be altered 
so that the 300 ft. width can be in- 
cluded. 

Mr. Greer then proposed that the 
300 foot strip he extended beyond 
the Fitzgerald property as far 
north as the river with an access 
way, excluding a part of the town- 
owned former Stone property at the 
rear of Tufts and Nathaniel roads. 

Mr. Raphael, representing a 
group of Tufts and Nathaniel road 
residents, at first favored keeping 
the strip at 150 feet, hut later seem- 
ed agreeable to the 300 foot strip 
provided a buffer he left between 
the industrial property and the 
houses on Tufts and Nathaniel 
roads.

PARKING HEARING HELD 


About 75 persons, including a 
number of out-of-town residents 
who conduct businesses in Winches- 
ter, attended Tuesday evening’s 
hearing on parking, called by the 
Planning Board and held at the 
high school auditorium. 

Ralph H. Bonnell, chairman of 
the Planning Board, conducted the 
hearing, and in generalizing before 
considering the actual parking pro- 
posals, told those present that in 
approaching the parking problem 
the town needs first of all to decide 
whether a parking problem actually 
exists, and if so, how best to solve 
the problem, within the framework 
of accepted thinking by experts in 
the parking field, for the benefit of 
the entire town. 

In consideration of the parking 
problem he asked his audience to 
consider the merchant’s need for 
something like adequate parking 
within the distances that carefully 
conducted studies have indicated 
motorists will walk from n parking 
lot to shop. It is necessary, he said, 
for the town to decide whether it 
wants to help its merchants, who 
are asking for parking relief. 

He also told of the ideal balance 
among residences, business and in- 
dustry in any community and gave 
it as the opinion of quite a few in- 
terested in the problem that Win- 
chester’s lack of interest in business 
had upset to a certain degree the 
balance between business and resi- 
dences to the detriment of business. 

He asked the hearing to consider 
whether the towns wants a healthy 
usiness center, and if so, whether 
the merchant’s need for adequate 
parking is not one of the important 
factors in contributing to such a 
condition. It is the Planning 
Hoard’s thinking that Winchester 
has lagged behind other comparable 
communities in the matter of muni- 
cipal parking and told of the atten- 
tion the Board has been giving to 
the parking problem for several 
years. 

He stressed the fact that it is not 
the Planning Board’s province to 
sell the town parking. If the com- 
munity’s policy is to let parking 
take care of itself, then of course 
nothing should he done to provide 
parking relief. 

If, however, it is the town’s feel- 
ing that something approaching 
adequate parking is necessary for 
a healthy business center, and that 
a healthy business center is an as- 
set in preserving the desirable 
balance between residences and 
business to provide tax relief, then 
his Board asked the hearing to con- 
sider certain proposals to increase 
parking at several spots in or near 
the center, 

Mr. Bonnell stated that the con- 
struction of the overhead will cost 
the town 42 parking spaces per- 
manently, and 277 spaces at one 
tinn; or another during the con- 
junction period. 

The first proposal discussed was 
the taking of all the property at the 
rear of the Fire Station, including 
the vacant Wilson lot ami hack to 
Park land on Shore road, also in- 
cluding the Central Hardware 
Building on Mt. Vernon street. 

Mr. Bonnell said the property to 
he taken has an assessed valuation 
of $55,850.00 and that construction 
costs would add some $30,000; the 
new lot to provide accommodations 
for 232 additional cars at a cost of 
about $390 a car space. He told 
the hearing that acceptable walking 
distances for parkers ranged from 
300 ft. for one hour parking to 750 
feet for all day parking. 

There seemed to be quite a hit of 
objection voiced to the taking of 
the land at the rear of the fire and 
police stations, especially that por- 
tion of it now occupied by homes 
and businesses. 

Mr. Garvey questioned the advis- 
ability of access way leading from 
the proposed lot into busy Mt. Ver- 
non street right beside the fire sta- 
tion and Mr. Mitchell felt that the 
big barn across from the police sta- 
tion should he taken before the town 
takes his home. 

Mr. Hewis opposed the plan, stat- 
ing it will add $2 to the tax rate 
of all property owners, at the es- 
timated figures, which he consider- 
ed far too low. The parking lot 
would bring no revenue into the 
town to replace that being lost by 
the takings involved, and the speak- 
er felt that the merchants are mak- 
ing much of their own parking 
problem by utilizing themselves de- 
sirable parking space which should 
he left open for use of their pro- 
spective customers. 

Both Mr. Hewis and Mr. Fish felt 
strongly the merchants should pro- 
vide their own parking spaces, hut 
Mr. Fish felt that they naturally 
would not do so as long as the tax- 
payers are willing to provide it for 
them.

two sisters, Mrs. James P. Don- 
aghey of Winchester and Mrs. 
Anna Shea of Somerville. 

The funeral will be held Saturday 
morning from the late residence at 
9 o’clock. Solemn requiem high 
mass will he celebrated at St. 
Mary’s Church at 10 o’clock. Burial 
will he in the family lot in Cal- 
vary Cemetery.

Mr. Hewis pointed out the danger 
of permitting heavy trucks going 
to and from an industrial zone us- 
ing the existing relatively narrow 
streets of thfc district, and felt a 
broad access highway should he a 
part of the new plan. He also felt, 
that higher valuation on the land 
across the tracks from the pro- 
posed enlarged industrial zone 
might force its development, and 
added the thought that the old sand 
pit on East street could make desir- 
able industrial property. 

There was little discussion of the 
propositi to change from residence 
to industrial a small area on Cross 
street near the Calidyne plant, to 
the north of the plant ana extend- 
ing to the river. There was also 
little discussion of the proposal to 
cut down the existing business area 
on Gross street beyond the existing 
group of stores at the intersection 
of Forest street. 

Still another proposed change 
would place in the residence zone 
an area north of the railroad tracks 
extending to Baldwin street, it be- 
ing felt that this land is not prac- 
tical for industrial use. 

Another proposed change was the 
area at Russell road and Main 
street from business to industrial. 

There was more discussion and 
some little opposition voiced to 
changing from business to residence 
the land along the westerly side of 
Main street from Sheridan Circle 
South to within one lot of Water 
street. Reason for this proposed 
change was the desirability of con- 
centrating business in smaller areas 
and not permitting it to extend at 
will along an entire street. 

It was also proposed to place in 
the industrial zone an area at the 
rear of the C. H. Symmes grain mill 
extending to Blind Bridge street. 

There was some little discussion 
occasioned by the proposal to place 
all the land between the access 
highway through the Skillings es- 
tate and the center in the business 
district, including the land now oc- 
cupied by the Central Harware 
Company and that to the rear of the 
Police and Fire Stations extending 
straight through to Shore road. This 
land is now in the residence zone 
and there are several homes <>n 
Winchester place and along Shore 
road. 

In this connection Mr. Greer asked 
on behalf of the Christian Science 
Church about the parking plans for 
the Skillings Property, stating that 
the Church might not care to re- 
main in its present location under 
certain parking conditions. 

Mr. Bonnell refused to be drawn 
into a discussion of parking at that 
location or in connection with the 
proposal to change from residence 
to business an area of some 18,900 
sq. ft. at the southeasterly corner 
Rangely. This is the area the 
Planning Board sought unsuccess- 
fully to take for a parking lot two j 
years ago, and though there was 
relatively little discussion of the ! 
proposed zoning change, Mr. Bixler 
said he felt it important to have a 
statement for the record that the 
residents of Rangely will oppose 
wtt-h every means at their disposal 
any attempt to change any part of 
Rangely from a residence to a busi- 
ness zone. 


PARKING HEARING HELD 

(Continued from Pago 1) 

Mr. Garvey felt that much of the 
parking problem has been caused 
by out-of-town motorists who come 
to Winchester to shop at Filene’s, 
this being particularly apparent nt 
Christmas and on the nignts when 
Filene’s is open. Ho said that if 
Filene left town nnd was replaced 
by smaller businesses, the parking 
problem would he largely solved. 

Mr. Hewis painted an extremely 
grim picture of the center during 
the construction of the overhead, 
nnd felt that the merchants would 
not need to worry about parking 
during the construction because few 
are going to brave conditions in the 
square to shop there. He felt 
strongly that no money should he 
expended to provide additional 
parking until the overhead and by- 
pass are completed and we can see 
what conditions are going to he. 

Mrs. Titilah asked Mr. Bonnell 
what is to become of the people 
who will lose their homes and busi- 
nesses through the proposed con- 
struction of the parking lot, and 
also if due cognizance has been giv- 
en to the loss in tax revenue that 
will jesult from this project. Mr. 
Bonnell replied that he knew the 
proposal would work a hardship on 
some, but should be considered in 
the light of providing the greatest 
good to the greatest number. 

Mr. Elliott, in 7*esponse to a ques- 
tion, did not feel that the assessors 
could raise a merchant’s tax be- 
cause of increased parking facilities 
and agreed with Mr. Hewis that it 
would he a good idea to wait and 
see what conditions will he after 
the construction of the overhead. 
He advocated utilizing space a- 
round the center that 1 lie town 
owns, such as the common, and 
also felt that parking meters would 
correct some of the problem. 

Mr. Mouradian also had a good 
word to say for meters, finding 
that he can always get parking 
space in places where they are in 
use. 

Mr. Bonnell asked the meeting to 
consider whether business can “take 
it” without relief of some kind un- 
til the construction in and around 
the square is completed. Mr. Park- 
er felt the parking problem has 
been created by the overhead proj- 
ect and that nothing should he done 
to correct it until the overhead is 
completed, stating that any costs of 
providing parking in town have to 
1)0 added to the town’s expense for 
the overhead. 

Mr. Johnson asked if consider- 
ation had been given to covering the 
river south of Waterfield road, and 
Mi\ Bonnell stated the Planning 
Bourd had considered this area, ad- 
mitting it is the ideal solution to 
parking around the center, since 
much of the parking problem exists 
in the Main street, Thompson 
street, Waterfield road area. He ex- 
plained that the permission of the 
MDC and State Department of 
Public Works as well as the De- 
partment of Public Utilities would 
have to he secured, and though 
there would he no cost for the land, 
the construction cost had been es- 
timated by two engineers as about 
$240,000, or about $1,000 a car 
space. 

Mr. Ford stated that the ; wr ! 
stands to lose about 200 unlimited 
parking spaces during the overhead 
construction and thut something j

should he done to provide relief 
from a had condition that will he 
considerably worse with 200 less 
spaces to park. He felt that some 
relief could he obtained by limit- 
ing parking on the town side of the 
parking lot below Winchester Sta- 
tion to keep out out-of-town rail- 
road commuters, whose cars are 
there from early morning until late 
nt night, and favored using the 
common or a part of it if necessary. 

Mr. Ford was much more optim- 
istic about business in the center 
than 'Mr. Hewis, but did feel that 
the town had done nothing for park- 
ing in 25 years, and should make a 
start now. 

With time moving 7-apidly along 
Mr. Bonnell asked the meeting to 
take up consideration of proposed 
parking areas in Rangely and on 
the Skillings estate south of the 
access highway. 

The Rangely lot, which includes a 
piece of property now zoned for 
residence will cost about $37,000 
and provide space for 110 cars. Mr. 
Mouradian questioned having access 
from the lot onto Church sti*eet as 
extremely hazardous, and Mr. Mof- 
fett felt that the po7’tion of the 
proposed area now in the residence 
zone should not ho taken as it is 
not actually needed. 

Objection to using the Skillings 
Property for parking was chiefly 
that it is too far from the center. 
Mr. Hewis felt that area for park- 
ing would ho detrimental to the 
Christian Science Church and also 
to the beauty of the area. He also 
questioned people using the area 
since they would not use one on 
Shore road he had succeeded in get 
ting the town to take for parking 
two years ago. 

Mr. Smith raised the question of 
whether it is increased business we 
need in town to preserve a good 
opei'ating balance, or light industry 
°f n desirable type; seeming to feel 
that the expansion of business with 
its parking problems is less desir- 
able than the introduction of new 
light industry. 

.Mi-. Murphy, shortly before the 
meeting adjourned, felt that it is 
risky to rezone residence districts 
into business districts before we 
know whether the town will vote 
the money for the parking lots, 
since if the money is not forth- 
co77iing the land is then open for a 
business use that could be undesir- 
able.

GEOGRAPHIC ODDITIES 
AND BRIEFS 


Flatfish — flounder, sole, halibut 
and dab — hatch with eyes on each 
side of the head and swim freely 
about, back upright, near the sea’s 
surface. As the small fish grow, 
says the National Geographic So- 
ciety, one eye begins to shift, grad- 
ually moving across the head until 
it reaches a position near the eye 
of the opposite side. From then 
on the fish usually rest flat on the 
sea bottom with both eyes in a 
position to watch the approach of 
food. 


When carefree elephants are 
feeding in the forest the noise of 
breaking branches and trees 
crashing to the ground is ear-split- 
| ting. But let danger threaten, 
| says the National Geographic So- 
j eiety, and the whole heard of mas- 
I sive beasts can slip quietly from 
| the area with hardly a twig snap- 
i pod. 


The elaborate iron grillwork seen 
on many homes in Savannah, Ga., 
is about a century old, says the 
National Geographic Society. The 
decorations were introduced hy 
French royalists who fled to this 
southern city when revolution 
flared on the island of Hispaniola 
in the West Indies. 


Pioneers on the Atlantic islands 
of Bermuda were delighted to find 
enormous flocks of the plump, edi- 
ble cahow, a member of the petrel 
family. These “silly wilde birds,” 
as the hunters called them, “would 
fall downe . . . offering themselves 
to be caught faster than they could 
be killed.” Large numbers were 
destroyed, and for a time the bird 
was believed to he extinct. The 
cahow, however, has become wiser. 
Survivors now avoid man. 


Sandefjord, Norway, is the 
world's chief whaling port, says the 
National Geographic Society. 
Whale-oil plants rim its harbor. 
Sandefjord skippers cruise for 
months in Antarctic waters to catch 
the world’s largest mammal. Some 
round trips cover 25,000 miles. A 
native of the city designed the first 
floating whale factory. Now these 
strange craft range to 25,000 tons. 

Holland has 200 miles of ram- 
parts which never yield to the sea, 
says the National Geographic So- 
ciety. Huge sand dunes, they serve 
not only as dikes hut as reservoirs 
to catch rain. Fresh water col- 
lects in pools beneath the dunes and 
is piped to towns. Near-by beach- 
es are popular vacation spots. 


The writings of Marco Polo dis- 
closed that 13th-century China had 
a highly developed postal system, 
the National Geographic Society 
says. “Horse posthouses” were 
maintained at 25-mile intervals on 
highways radiating from Peking to 
various provinces, and 400 horses 
were kept at major stations. The 
system had parcel-post and special- 
delivery features.

After their joint dinner mooting, 
to he held Thursday evening, Feb- 
ruary 10th, members and friends of 
the Unitarian Alliance and Men’s 
Club will ho privileged to hear Dr. 
Howard Thurman, the well-known 
Negro preacher who recently came 
from the Church for the Fellowship 
of All Peoples in San Francisco to be 
Dean of Marsh Chapel at Boston

In a nation-wide poll conducted 
in 1953 by Life Magazine, Dr. Thur- 
man was counted among the twelve 
outstanding preachers in the United 
States. Even with his new duties in 
Boston he is still minister-at-large 
of Fellowship Church, an inter- 
racial, intcrcultural and non-sec- 
tarian venture which he developed 
in nine years from a struggling 
group of 30 into a San Francisco 
membership of 300 and a larger 
fellowship of more than 1,000 mem- 
bers-at-large. He is the author of 
a number of religious books, the 
recipient of four honorary degrees, 
and lecturer at a great many col- 
leges and universities, including 
Harvard, Ohio Wesleyan and Co- 
lumbia. 

In his present position ns Dean 
of the Chapel and Professor of 
Spiritual Resources and Disciplines, 
Dr. Thurman is implementing Bos- 
ton University’s new religious pro- 
gram which is (according to the 
Atlantic Monthly for October, 
1953,) "to create an interracial, in- 
terdenominational religious center 
not only for the campus but for the 
community ns well.”

GIRL MIGHT NEVER WALK; 

SHE LEARNED 
WITH LONG LEG BRACES 

Little Mary Kosloski of Collier- 
ville, Tenn., suddenly 1ms been 
transformed into the most traveled, 
most photographed -and busiest 
member of the five-year-old set in 
America. And nil without benefit 
of glass slipper or coach-and four. 

MnyMay- as all her friends call 
her— is the curly haired blue-eyed, 
bright-as-n-new-dime Poster Girl 
for the 1955 March of Dimes. 

She represents all the many 
thousands of children who have 
been helped by past appeals of the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis and thousands m o r e 
who, through this year’s campaign, 
may be freed forever from the crip- 
pling threat of polio. 

She’s Tenth March of Dimes 
Poster Child 

On January 3, when Mary helped 
launch 1955’s redoubled effort to 
raise more polio-fighting dollars 
than ever before, she embarked on 
an adventure that has come to only 
nine other children in history. 

Mary’s going just about every - 
w here and doing just about every- 
thing there is. She’s appearing at 
fashions shows (Mary loves fash- 
ions — especially blue ones.) She’s 
hobnobbing with hatfuls of celeb- 
rities; riding on trains, visiting ele- 
phants, mayors and movie stars. 
She’s even appearing in a newsreel 
herself — a special feature that’s be- 
ing shown in movie theaters all 
over America. 

Mary knows about polio. She 
has never taken n step without her 
long leg braces, her steel corset, her 
crutches. She was stricken on 
August 28, 1949 — when she was five 
months old. 

$2,000 in ‘Dimes* Spent For 
Her Care 

Mary knows about the March of 
Dimes, too. And so do her father 
— ex -Navy (now Reserve) Lieuten- 
ant Peter Paul Kosloski, who now 
has a general store and insurance 
business in Collierville — and her 
mother, Dorothy Hinton Kosloski. 
They found out about it almost at 
the instant Mary’s disease was 
diagnosed as polio. 

Sine then more than $2,000 has 
been spent by the March of Dimes 
to help Mary recover, and to walk. 
So far she has made 17 trips to 
Georgia Warm Springs Foundation 
for treatment. She was only seven 
months old, still on formula, when 
she made her first trip — the young- 
est patient ever admitted there. 

At first doctors thought Mary 
never would walk. Her involve- 
ment was severe — both arms, both 
legs, neck muscles, trunk. Now, 
thanks to intensive medical treat- 
ment, loving home care — and the 
March of Dimes — Mary gets around 
very well indeed. Someday she 
may abandon one of her leg braces 
entirely. 

Looks Forward to Visits to 
Warm Springs 

It was pretty bad, at first. Mary 
used to cry bitterly when she had 
to go to the hospital, even though 
her mother always went too. But 
now she goes happily ; even looks 
forward to her # visits to Warm 
Springs.

WINCHESTER HISTORICAL SOCIETY 

The winter meeting of the Bay 
State Historical League, composed 
of 125 historical societies in Mass- 
achusetts, of which the Winchester 
Historical Society is a member, 
was held last Saturday afternoon 
as guests of the Old South Associa- 
tion at the Old South Meeting 
House in Boston, with the presi- 
dent of the League, Dr. A. Warren 
Stearns, presiding. 

In welcoming the members of 
the League, Dr. Robert E. Moody, 
vice president of the Old South 
Association, gave a short history 
of this fine old meeting house, used 
and abused by the British during 
ohe occupation of Boston at the 
time of the Revolution. This was 
followed by a half-hour musical 
program presented by the commit- 
tee on noon-day concerts. 

Two projects for approval by the 
League were then presented: first, 
the raising of funds to restore the 
First Church in Roxbury, damaged 
by the hurricane and deteriorated 
vith time. This church, built in 
1804 on the site of several churches 
preceding it, is the oldest frame 
neeting house in Boston, and one 
of the finest examples of federal 
architecture in existence, and is 
veil worth preserving. Second, a 
representative of the Beacon Hill 
Association asked the support of 
the League in the passage of a bill 
in the Legislature designed to pre- 
serve and protect the architectural 
features of Beacon Hill, which still 
retains 75 'y of its original homes 
md buildings after 150 years. This 
preservation seeks only to regulate 
future construction, repairs and al- 
erations to the exterior of the 
buildings according to the best 
judgment of an architectural com- 
mission of five members. This bill 
is to come before the Lesiglature 
next Monday. 

The address of the day was giv- 
en by Dr. Lee M. Friedman, whose 
subject was “Three Hundred Years 
of Jewish History in Massachu- 
i tts.” Dr. Friedman, an authority 
on this subject, who delivered an 
iddress relating to it as far back 
is 1910, has made a life-long study 
of the Jewish race in America. He 
gave a most instructive and illu- 
minating talk on the life of the 
Jewish race in America and Boston 
luring the past 300 years.

Puccini’s “Manon Lescaut” will 
be the feature of the next recorded 
music program at the library. On

The fact that the Manon story 
had been used previously by Mas- 
senet and Auber for operas and by 
Haley y for a ballet did not deter 
Puccini, who found in Manon Les- 
caut “the first of the faulty, simple, 
but appealing young girls” who be- 
came the heroines of his most suc- 
cessful operas. Puccini was enthu- 
siastic not only with the story but 
with the music he had written for 
it. It was a success from the first 
performance. It was the opera 
which extended his reputation out- 
side of Italy. 

“Manon Lescaut” was present- 
ed for the first time in Turin in 
1893. The recorded performance to 
be heard at the library was made 
several years ago, before the very 
latest recording techniques; but, 
because of the outstanding quality 
of the performance and the keen 
interest in it of music lovers, it 
has been issued by request. Maria 
Zamboni, soprano, and Francesco 
Merli, tenor, sing the leading roles 
of Manon Lescaut and Des Grieux.

"WINTERIZING" 

OF ANIMALS URGED 

Timely advice on the care of 
animals during the winter months 
was issued yesterday by Dr. Gerry 
B. Schnelle, Chief of Staff of the 
Angell Memorial Animal Hospital 
of the Massachusetts Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to An- 
imals, 180 Longwood avenue, Bos- 
ton. 

Said Dr. Schnelle, “Animals, like 
human beings, suffer as a result of 
extreme cold weather, and should 
he “winterized,” just as we winter- 
ize our homes, our automobiles and 
our gardens. For instance, follow- 
ing a heavy snowstorm, it is 
dangerous to allow dogs to run 
run free, since they are likely to 
stay within the confines of plowed 
thoroughfares, and thus risk being 
struck by cars. The animals should 
therefore receive out-door exercise, 
by being walked on a leash, if 
necessary, to allow opportunity for 
natural function.” 

“Special attention should also he 
given the feet of dogs when they 
contact salted sidewalks or streets. 
It is well to wipe the feet thorough- 
ly, especially the tender webbing 
between the toes, after the animal 
returns from exercise where de- 
frosting agents have been used.” 

A list of cold weather “Don’t’s” 
was suggested by the Angell Mem- 
orial Animal Hospital for all an- 
imal owners: 


DON’T allow dogs to chase auto- 
mobiles. 

DON’T tie dogs out-doors with- 
out providing kennel or suitable 
shelter. 

DON’T permit dogs or eats to 
remain out-doors overnight. 

DON’T overload work horses. 

DON’T fail to blanket horses 
when standing longer than ten 
minutes in below-freezing temper- 
ature. 

DON’T blanket horses while in 
j motion. 

DON’T give horses too cold water. 

DON’T race horses on slippery 
pavements.

“Dear Brutus,” the classic com- 
edy by James M. Barrie, will be 
presented by the Parish Players 
on February 10, 11 and 12 in Odd- 
ley Hall, First Congregational 
Church.

“Dear Brutus” is a tender, whim- 
sical, timeless story of ten people 
who are dissatisfied with their 
lives, and who wish secretly for a 
“second chance” in life. On a magic 
midsummer night’s eve, in a ma- 
gic wood, they are given that “sec- 
ond chance.” Barrie, who can tell 
a good story and who has the gift 
of mood and characterization, called 
this his favorite play. In selecting 
it for their winter production, the 
Parish Players feel that they have 
a program of keen enjoyment for 
their audiences.

Civilian Defense officials ex- 
plained plans for the evacuation of 
schools in the event of mass bomb- 
ing to parents of junior and senior 
high school pupils at a meeting in 
the high school auditorium last 
Wednesday night. About 150 people 
attended the meeting at which Mr. 
Theodore Boecker, Winchester’s 
Civil Defense chief, nnd his assist- 
ants, Mr. John Blanchard and Mr. 
Sherman Russell, were the princi- 
pal speakers. 

The highlight of the meeting for 
many was the showing of a moving 
picture of the first hydrogen bomb 
test at Eniwetok in 1952. The 
frightful power of this bomb, less 
than one tenth as powerful as pres- 
ent hydrogen weapons, was graphi- 
cally shown by the scenes which 
preceded and followed the explo- 
sion. Mr. Rlanchard noted that, if 
a modern H-bomb were exploded 
over Boston, Winchester would be 
within the area of total destruction. 

Staggering as the problem may 
seem, Mr Boecker expressed the 
belief that, given a reasonable 
warning period, adequate planning 
would enable most of Boston’s two 
million people to get out of the 
danger zone. Winchester’s great 
advantage, he said, is that it lies 
near the perimeter of the attack 
area. Therefore, we would have a 
few minutes head start on towns 
and cities closer to the center of 
Boston. 

Mr. Russell answered a question 
which has occurred to many per- 
sons: “Why so much attention to 
the school hours of the day in mak- 
ing the evacuation plans?” Mili- 
tary experts believe, he said, that 
the hours of attack would be be- 
tween 10 a. m. and 2 p. m., Monday 
through Friday. These are the 
hours when there is the greatest 
concentration of people in the busi- 
ness area of our metropolitan cities. 

Emphasizing the point that “Ci- 
vilian Defense is self defense,” Mr. 
Russell said that no plan will work 
without the consent and coopera- 
tion of the public. It is expected 
that sometime in the near future 
evacuation committees will be set 
up in each of the school districts. 
These committees will seek the help 
of Winchester residents in setting 
up car pools that will he available 
for use in the event that they are 
needed.

UNITARIANS TO HEAR THURMAN 

Dr. Howard Thurman, the Negro 
preacher who has won national ac- 
claim for his mystical teachings and 
practical ways of making brother- 
hood work, will he the guest speak- 
er at the joint dinner meeting of 
the Women’s Alliance and the Men’s 
Club of the Unitarian Church, 
Thursday evening, February 10th.

Another local expenditure that is 
a real life saver is the Water Safe- 
ty project. Of the 286 children who 
enrolled for the eight-weeks swim- 
ming program at Leonard Pool and 
Palmer Beach, 77 completed the 
course. Cost to the Chapter, 
$919.00. Value to the children — 
priceless.

A PARKING SOLUTION! 


Editor of the Star: 

Regarding the news item in the 
January 28th Star about the park- 
ing problem, it was presented as 
being extremely critical at this in- 
stant, and a solution submitted 
which was presumed to lie a sure 
cure. I must take exception to 
some of the statements made, and 
present one alternate solution. 

It was said that, because of the 
over-pass, forty parking spaces 
would he lost permanently, and that 
at one time or another, 275 spaces 
would he lost. This is not alto- 
gether true as far as parking in the 
('enter is concerned, because the 
figure includes spaces to be lost at 
Wedgemere and elsewhere, which 
are not a business area problem. 

It is the studied opinion of many 
thinking citizens that large areas 
for parking will be available when 
the construction work is completed, 
such as both sides of the elevated 
tracks, plus thousands of square 
feet in the Skillings Hill and Skill- 
ings Path area. 

The statement was made that 
new business is needed. As a mat- 
ter of fact, light industry is a bet- 
ter source <?f revenue, and the Town 
has seemed quite cool to good light 
industries, i. e. Borden Co., Atomic 
Energy, General Motors, and others 
which have located just over the 
line, in Woburn. 

The business men and interests 
in the Center cry for the need of 
parking. Along Shore road there 
is now, and has been for some time, 
unlimited parking. This area, until 
lately, has been unused, and it now 
being used by the people working 
for the Construction Company. 

How can the business men expect 


[customers to use these parking 
facilities, when the business men 
themselves will not? And what 
magic is going to make the same 
area appealing to potential shop- 
pers? They won’t use it now — 
why should they in the future? 

The railroad station and the com- 
muters cause a considerable prob- 
i leni, due to the fact that many peo- 
ple from out of town commute from 
Winchester and leave their cars all 
day. As a long-range and perma- 
nent solution, 1 would suggest that 
the Depot be moved to the triangle 
that will he formed by the B. & M. 
main line, the Woburn loop, and 
the new by-pass road. 

Plans are already in effect for 
moving the station building any- 
way, and raising it, and to provide 
ramps and walkways. It does not 
*§eem that the cost of relocating it 
to an area only 300 yards north of 
I the present site would be anywhere 
near as expensive as acquiring i 
parking areas as suggested by the 
Planning Board. 

The land there is of little or no 
value at present. South of the by- 
i pass, in the apex of the triangle, I 
will provide ample room for the 
station, ramps and some parking. 
Across the new by-pass road would 
he a vast area for unlimited park- 
ing. Hence, all who wish to com- 
mute could park for an indefinite 
time, without interfering with the 
business in the south of the Center. 

This triangular section will be 
; extremely accessible, made possible 
by the new by-pass, Shore road, and 
• Main street, and seems like an ideal 
spot when the future of Winchester 
is considered. 

The flow of the brook from 
Wedge, and the Aberjona from the 
north will not interfere, as plans

are already made to divert these 
streams. Since the entire space of 
this project would lie south of 
Beggs & Cobb, in that area which is 
now swamp and filled land, this 
plan would seem to offer nothing 
objectionable to the residents of the 
Swanton and Main street sections 
of the Town. 

The time to make this change is 
NOW. After such a change is com- 
pleted, the business men would have 
ample parking provided by the 
spaces now being used by the com- 
muters, and the space being occu- 
pied by the Depot, and the plat- 
forms. Further, it would provide 
the B. & M. R. R. with a more desir- 
able location for its Station; and 
would obviate the necessity of cov- 
ering the Aberjona, or changing 
the Center of the Town materially. 

Such a plan would have a good 
effect on Rangely, in taking away 
the worry of ever having to be 
zoned as a business area. The High 
School facilities would be improved, 
and there would be no more noisy 
and distracting stopping and start- 
ing of trains in this part of the 
Town. 

Summary — The foregoing would 
accomplish the following: 

The parking problem for mer- 
chants on Church and Thompson 
streets would be solved permanent- 
ly, at reasonable, if any at all, cost 
to the Town. 

There would be no necessity to 
bridge the Aberjona, or to take 
any land in or near Rangely, or to 
do any rezoning near Rangely. 

A new part of the Town would be 
opened for development, which 
would require no rezoning, as it is 
already zoned for business and in- 
dustry. 

Out-of-town commuters would 
have ample space to park, without 
interfering with Winchester busi- 
ness, and in fact, might be more 
inclined to shop here. 

It would equalize the spacing of 
the railroad stations in Winchester. 
Wedgemere would still perform its 
normal function, and the new lo- 
cation of the central Depot would 
benefit the remainder of the Town. 

Now is the time to make the 
change, for many obvious reasons, 
because such a change would be 
impossible once the construction of 
the overpass is completed. 

This plan would require little or 
no land- taking, and would be the 
least costly of the several plans 
submitted so far. 

To anyone who, on reading this 
plan over quickly, is inclined to con- 
sider the idea revolutionary, may I 
suggest that he go to the Town En- 
gineer's office, study the plans of 
the pending by-pass and over-pass, 
then go up and walk around the 
triangular area in question. I am 
sure that then he will agree that 
this plan, of relocating the railroad 
station to that point, has merit.

Schoolboy Games at the Boston 
Garden last Saturday, placing fifth 
in the Class D competition, only a 
point off the scores of Concord and 
Jamaica Plain who tied for third 
with 16. Milton won Class I) with 
22 points. Needham was second 
with 16Vi». 

Winchester wasn’t too well pre- 
pared for the meet, having no facil- 
ities for indoor track. The boys 
had two informal meets with Mal- 
den, and worked a bit on starts in 
the gym, also jogging about on 
Manchester Field to strengthen legs 
and wind. 

Even with such a handicap the 
Indians made a fine showing, and 
had they had a bit better luck in 
spots, could easily have finished 
second, and perhaps won the Div- 
ision. 

Big Tim Hennessey and Rich 
Rimbach were the Indians’ first 
place winners, Tim getting the 12 
pound indoor shot out 45 ft. 2Vfe 
in. on his winning effort and Rich 
taking the high jump at 5 ft 9Vb 
in. Hennessey’s put, while good, 
is still a foot short of Johnny 
West’s record put of 46 ft.

by Fred Lindberg in 1943. Since 
indoor efforts do not go into the 
record books, Rimhach’s jump is 
simply recorded as a noteworthy 
performance, hut Rich is serving 
notice early that Lindberg’s mark 
is going to be in danger this spring. 
Incidentally the bar was actually 
cleared by Rimbach at 5 ft. 10 in. 
hut Coach Morse took his measure- 
ment at a slight sag in the stick. 

Paul Franson won his heat in 
the mile with a 4m 48.6s clocking. 
With places awarded on times this 
was good for a fourth place, but 
Paul was unfortunate in drawing a 
slow heat, and with little oppor- 
tunity to sharpen his judgment of 
pace the Winchester boy, running 
to win, failed to go as fast as he 
could. Coach Morse figures he had 
enough running in him to have 
finished second had he been pushed. 

George Hodman finished fourthd 
in the 50 yard dash, after tying the* 
State meet record of 5.7s in the 
semi-finals. Dave Lindsey quali- 
* tied for the final of the 300 yard 
1 clash, hut due to inexperience, ran 
(»ut of his lane in the final and was 
{disqualified after being edged out 
i for premier honors by John Wil- 
cox of Milton. Finishing second in 
such competition is real good going 
for a sophomore. 

Charlie Govostes, Winchester’s 
strongest 300 yard runner, got 
boxed in his heat of the 300 and 
couldn’t place. Much more expe- 
rienced boys than Charlie have 
mot a similar fate in these 300 
yard scrambles. 

Govostes did a great job for Win- 
chester in the relay, starting the 
final leg 12 yards behind the Wel- 
lesley anchor runner and winning 
by a long stride ‘Charlie” cut the 
Wellesley lead to five yards on the 
back stretch of the final lap, and 
banged off the last bank with a 
great kick to pass the Wellesley 
boy and hold his short lead to the 
tape. 

The Winchester- Wellesley race 
was the best of the afternoon, but 
the time was not as good as some 
of the others, giving the Indians 
only a fifth in the final standing. 
Dave Lindsey, Rowe Chirardini and 
Herb Gardner ran before Govostes 
in that order. 

Herb Gardner reached the semi- 
finals of the 50 yard dash, placing 
third in that heat in which only 
two qualified. Ghirardini, running 
the hurdles, drew the fustest heat 
of the afternoon and failed to 
qualify by the proverbial whisker. 

Dick Borggaard was entered in 
the 1,000 yard run, and expected to 
pick up a point or two there. How- 
over in the confusion at the starting 
line Dick didn’t hear his name call- 
ed, if it was called, and failed to 
report. No one heard his name 
called and it could be it didn’t get 
to the clerk of course, or he over- 
looked it. 

At all events Dick didn’t get to 
run, and another good distance 
man, “Ozzie” Osborne, was pre- 
vented from running by illness.

THE SENIOR FORUM 


Rev. Hilda L. Ives will come 
from Portland, Maine, this Sunday 
to speak at the Forum chapel ser- 
vice at 9:30. In accord with the 
over-all theme for February of 
“Knowing God Through Our World 
Neighbors/’ Mrs. Ives has selected 
as her subject, “No Strangers 
Among Christians.” 

Mrs. Ives, a mother of five child- 
ren and a grandmother, has had an 
interesting and rewarding career 
of service in the work of the church. 
Following the death of her hus- 
band, she studied for the ministry 
and after her ordination served as 
pastor and organizer of parishes 
through the needy rural districts of 
Maine. Recognition of her ability 
resulted in her appointment as 
head of the New England Town and 
Country Church Commission, as 
professor at Andover-Newton The- 
ological Seminary, and as a mem- 
ber of the National Council of 
Churches of America. In the inter- 
national field she served as dele- 
gate to the Madras Conference in 
India and on the Friends Service 
Committee in the French Zone of 
Germany after the War. Her fine 
message, delivered with a rare 
sense of humor and enthusiasm, 
has made Mrs. Ives one of Forum’s 
best-loved speakers. 

The chaplain for this service will 
be Sandra Chapman, assisted by 
Joan Morrison. The deacons will be 
Douglas Gowdy and Peter Gowing; 
and ushers will be Brad Ross and 
Tom Sawyer. 


WINS STEWARDESS WINGS 


Many Winchester people will be 
interested in an article recently 
published by a former resident of 
the town. Richard S. Leghorn, an 
executive of the Eastman Kodak 
Company and Colonel, United 
States Air Force Reserve, has writ- 
ten a long discussion of nuclear 
warfare, “No need to bomb cities 
to win war.” This feature article 
appears in the January 28th issue 
of the U. S. News and World Re- 
port. 

Colonel Leghorn, a graduate in 
physics from Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology, served in World 
War II, participated in the Bikini 
atomic tests and was on active 
duty in the Office of Development 
Planning in the United States Air 
Force until 1953. He presents a 
new counter-strategy for air war- 
fare, using nuclear weapons against 
solely military targets and leaving 
industrial and population centers 
free. Retaliation in kind would be 
inflicted on an aggressor. Colonel 
Leghorn discusses civil defense and 
its part in the new strategy, and 
he calls for a revision of the Army, 
Navy and Air Force organizations. 

Anyone interested in this timely 
subject will find the “U. S. News 
and World Report,” January 28th, 
at the Library.

This chart of New Hampshire s 
Squam Lake makes this seven-mile- 
long body of water one of the 
world’s hest-mapned small lakes. 

Completely redrafted and edited 
by Bradford Washburn, Director 
of the Museum of Science in Bos- 
ton and a noted Alaskan explorer 
nnd mapmnker, the chart is certain 
to he a boon to pilots and fishermen 
who frequent the popular resort 
lake. All shoals more than 100 feet 
ofTshore have been located precise- 
ly, and all obstructions less than 
five feet deep arc indicated. More 
than 2,000 soundings were taken 
during the two-year project, more 
than half of them in the winter- 
time through ice. 

While Squam is only six and 
three-quarter miles nt its longest, 
accurately mapping it is a major 
undertaking because of its numer- 
ous islands, narrow twisting chan- 
nels and 78-mile shoreline. It has 
a total of 70 islands, and at no spot 
can you get more than onc-half mile 
from land.

ACTION SHOT OF EARLY-MORNING FIRE AT DcCOURCY’S 


DeCOURCY HOME BADLY BURNED MURRAY PRESENTED PURSE MRS. ANNIE J. FENTROSS 


A two-alarm fire early Tues- 
day morning badly burned the 
old Stone house at 136 Wash- 
ington street, long a Winchester 
landmark and now the home of Mr. 
Harold F. DeCourcy. Winchester 
firefighters had a still' five-hour bat- 
tle with flames and smoke before 
the blaze was finally extinguished. 

It 'is a bit ironical that the De- 
Courcy home should be so badly 
burned. Mr. DeCourcy is himself 
chief of the fire department at the 
Bedford airport and son of Retired 
Fire Chief David H. DeCourcy, who 
headed the Winchester department 
for many years. The present chief, 
James E. Callahan, feels it very 
fortunate that the DeCourcys es- 
caped unharmed from their burning 
home. 

The fire was discovered about 
4:45 when “Jackie,” second of the 
DeCourcy sons, awoke and smelled 
smoke. Brought up in a fire-con- 
scious family, he immediately 
awakened his father, and Chief De- 
Courcy’s trained senses took in at 
once the seriousness of the situa- 
tion. 

Evacuating his wife and sons, 
David, 17; Jackie, 11; and Paul, 7; 
by way of the front of the house, 
comparatively clear of smoke at 
that time. Chief DeCourcy imme- 
diately phoned fire headquarters, 
where Box 36 was sounded at 4:47 
a. m. A Becond alarm was sounded 
at 4:55* as soon as Fire Chief Cal- 
lahan noted the serious nature of 
the fire.

TRACTOR DUNKED 
IN BIG WINTER 


An unusual accident occurred at 
Big Winter Pond last Friday when 
a tractor being used by the park 
department to scrape the ice sur- 
face broke through into about four 
feet of water near shore at the 
Marvin home off Chesterford road. 

The tractor broke through the ice 
at about 11 o’clock in the forenoon, 
while being run by Tom Walsh, 
park department employee. Imme- 
diate efforts to get the machine 
back onto firm ice failed and Park 
Superintendent Stanley “Babe” 
Mullen appealed to the tree de- 
partment for assistance. 

Under Superintendent “Ed” Mc- 
Kenzie, the tree department took 
up a position with a winch-equipped 
truck on Woodside road, and from 
the winch nearly 600 feet of heavy 
line was played out across the pond 
to the tractor in the water. 

On the other side of the pond at 
the shore line near the tractor a 
block and fall was rigged on some 
trees, and as the winch pulled, the 
block and fall lifted, finally 
getting the truck out of the water 
and onto firm ice again. 

It wasn’t anywhere near as easy 
to accomplish this as it may seem, 
due to the thickness of the ice sur- 
rounding the tractor. Before it was 
possible to get the machine out it 
was necessary to break the ice in 
front of the wheels with heavy 
crowbars and insert planks as run- 
ways. 

Once on the ice, the tractor was 
turned around and pulled across the 
pond by the park department winch. 
From the pond it was pulled up on- 
to Chesterford road by the park de- 
partment men, using Bonnell Mo- 
tors’ wrecker. At exactly 7 o’clock 
the tractor was towed into Bon- 
nell’s Garage, one of its back tires 
blown, and its crank-case and hy- 
draulic system full of water. 

Whether Superintendent Mullen 
could have gotten the tractor out 
ooner had in* listened to the gra- 
tuitous advice of the many shore- 
side experts attracted by the mis- 
hap is, of course, a question!

Fiction has 
been outdistanced by biography and 
reportorial stories of personal ex- 
periences. If America has “come 
of age” its literature should reflect 
more fo the positive values and en- 
during spiritual currents that made 
our country great. 

There was no book review.

The pleat lines are not removed in drycleaning, but they do need 
to be reset for sharpness ... to give you that well-groomed 
appearance. 

Consult your cieaner regarding the cleaning and re-pleating of 
your fine garments. 

When you buy a pleated garment remember: 

• Pleats the same width at the top and bottom, made on the 
straight of the material, are re-set quite easily. 

• Bleats narrow at the top and wider at the bottom are more 
dktficult to re-set. 

• Pleats made on the bias of the fabric tend to sag with wear 
and cleaning. 

• Comparatively speaking, pleated garments made of a 
woven fabric have better pleat retention than garments made of 
a knit fabric. 

• A pleated garment made of a closely-knit fabric has better 
pleat retention than one made of a loosely-knit fabric. 

O Petti-pleated or corrugated pleated garments must be 
taken apart and sent hack to the pleating firm for re-pleating. 

REMEMBER: the term “permanent” is relative when used 
to describe a pleated garment!

EDITORIALS 

An old timer in Winchester and one not unacquainted with the 
problem involved suggested to the Star yesterday that to provide addi- 
tional parking at Wedgemere Station the portion of filled land adja- 
cent to the outbound tracks opposite the station be put in shape for 
this purpose. With Bacon street being lowered under the railroad tracks 
there would seem to be no serious problem involved, and the extra 
space would be very handy for east side commuters, who would otherwise 
have to go through a ramp under the tracks to reach their machines in 
the lot west of the station. How about it! 


Every so often we have to restate the Star’s policy with 'respect 
to letters sent to the paper for publication. We will not print letters 
* that come to us unsigned, though we do not insist that the signature 
of the writer be published, if there is some good reason why it should 
not be.

We write this because we received this 
week an unsigned letter on the grade crossing which we would have liked 
to print. The Star will not necessarily print all letters that are signed, 
but it will not print any that are not. We want your letters, but we 
want to know who is writing them. We won’t use your name if there 
is good reason not to. 


The Star heard quite a bit of favorable comment about Mr. Titilah’s 
plan for creating more parking for shoppers’ cars by moving the Win- 
chester Station north of the center where there is plently of parking 
space available. There can be no question that taking all-day com- 
muters* cars out of our present crowded parking places will go a long 
way toward solving our critical parking problem, at least with such 
additional areas as the town can secure without major land taking and 
considerable expense. Those with whom we talked about the plan for 
the most part felt as we do that the proposal is worth careful study, and 
that any objections raised in its connection should he weighed against 
those existing in practically any other plan proposed. The Star believes 
we need more parking space for shoppers’ cars. We do not agree that 
nothing should be done until the overhead is completed, though we do 
feel that some of the more drastic proposals might well wait until we 
see what we are going to have after the great wall is completed. Mr. 
Titilah’s plan seems to fit into present construction plans, tying in with | 
the diversionary highway through the Skillings Estate. It could be 
also that moving the station to a spot near facilities for unlimited park- 
ing would benefit the B & M as well as the town, attracting additional 
railroad patrons to Winchester who are now loath to risk police action 
when they are forced to leave their cars in limited parking areas. 


REFRESHING NEW THOUGHT! 

Editor of the Star: 

To relocate the railroad station in 
Winchester center nt a point some 
300 yards to the north in the apex 
of the angle between the mnin rail- 
road line and the Woburn branch, 
as proposed in last week’s Star by 
Mr. Andrew Titilnh, Jr., is a re- 
freshing new thought. That it 
would, if feasible of accomplish- : 
ment, benefit so many to the dis- 1 
comfiture of so few makes it an 
intriguing idea. It should he ex- 
plored. 

There are, of course, many de- 
tails to he examined before prae- 
ticablitity can be determined. Mr. 
Titilah very understandably did not 
expound on these for to have done 
so in a first presentation might 
well have detracted attention from 
his main proposition. It is not 
clear whether the plan would anti- 
cipate access to the station only by 
way of the new by-pass road, or 
whether by this and also by way of 
underpasses beneath both rail lines 
at points nearer the center. The 
tracks at this point will probably 
he sufficiently elevated to make such 
underpasses possible. 

During the period of development 
of plans for the overpasses several 
different ideas of moving the rail- 
road station were considered and all 
rejected. Was this particular plan 
ever suggested before? Was any 
plan at all to move the station to 
the north of the center considered? 
Was any plan ever reviewed for the 
location of the station in proximity 
to the new by-pass? It would be 
most helpful and timely to hear 
now from some of those thoughtful 
and conscientious citizens who gave 
so much of their time and effort 
to the development of the present 
plans.

TAG DAY RESTRICTIONS 

Tag Days may be held in Win- 
chester only under the regulations 
as provided by Chapter 101, Sec- 
tion 33, of the General Laws. 

The applicant must he an or- 
ganization engaged exclusively in 
charitable work, or a post of any 
incorporated organization of veter- 
ans who served in the military or 
naval service of the United States 
in time of war or insurrection. 

Application must be filed at least 
30 days previous to the date chosen 
for tag day and no organization 
shall be granted permission to hold, 
or participate in, more than one 
tag day in any one year. Permits 
are limited to not more than one 
tag day in any one month. 

The funds collected on tag days 
shall be dispensed for charitable 
purposes, and each organization 
granted a permit shall within 30 
days from and after the date of the 
tag day file a sworn statement 
showing all receipts and disburse- 
ments of money derived. 

No person under 16 shall be em- 
ployed or act as an agent for those 
conducting the tag day, and before 
acting under the license granted 
the organization shall present to 
the Board of Selectmen for its ap- 
proval a sample badge to be used 
by its agents. 

Application blanks for licenses 
for tag day can be secured from 
the Board of Selectmen, and must 
be completely filled out by the ap- 
plicant. 

Any organization having been 
granted a permit for a tag day, 
and fails to observe the rules and 
regulations under which the permit 
was granted, will not he granted a 
permit for another tag day. 

( ffcl. Note:) Above is a short 
summary of rules and regulations 
governing tag days in Winchester. 
The Selectmen have received com- 
plaints about the conduct of tag 
days in town and are planning to 
enforce these regulations rigidly 
in the future. 

COLLEGE CLUB ART GROUP 

“Art in the Home” is a large sub- 
ject with many sub-topics, of which 
one of the most interesting is “Tex- 
tiles.” Mrs. Murray S. Moore was 
chairman of the committee which 
discussed this topic at the Study 
Group meeting in the library Fri- 
day, February 4, and proved how 
fascinating it can be. 

Mrs. Moore gave a brief history 
of the progress of the textile indus- 
try from the earliest use of wool 
by the primitive man through the 
development of silk, linen, cotton 
and other materials to the last word 
in modern synthetics. She illustrat- 
ed her talk with interesting and 
beautiful examples of fabrics from 
all over the world, prints from In- 
dia, silk from China and Italy, bro- 
cade from France, linen from Hol- 
land. Miss Alice Main exhibited 
some gorgeous silks which she 
brought back from Japan. 

Mrs. Charles A. Underwood gave 
a well-informed resume of the ear- 
liest American manufacture of tex- 
tiles from the crude, laborious 
methods of the early settlers to the 
introduction of the power loom and 
present-day quantity production. 
She displayed a remarkable collec- 
tion of early American handwork 
and Mrs. Langley Keyes showed 
some blankets and linens which 
were woven and made by her great- 
grandmother more than a hundred 
years ago and are still in use. 

Mrs. Ray E. Brown concluded the 
program with a comprehensive sur- 
vey of modern textiles, rayon, ny- 
lon, fiberglass and many others 
which are useful in the home as 
rugs, curtains, upholstery, sheets, 
tovrels, etc., giving the advantages 
and limitations of each. Design Re- 
search, Inc., of Cambridge co-ope- 
rated by furnishing many samples 
of fabrics, and other household ar- 
ticles were loaned by Filenc’s. Alto- 
gether it was a most interesting 
and rewarding morning for all thc 
members who were fortunate 
enough to attend.

Mi Randall, head of the educa- 
tion department, will carry on the 
subject of "Textiles” and will deni 
on strati* from the collection of fab- 
rics in the Museum.

THE SENIOR FORUM 


Dr. Kantilal I'. Bhagat, of Ah- 
mednagar, India, will he with the 
Senior Forum of the First Congre- 
gational Church when they meet 
this Sunday at 9:30 in Ripley 
Chapel. He will represent India in 
the February series of talks on 
“Knowing God Through Our World 
Neighbors.” 

I)r. Bhagat was born in India, a 
third generation Christian and son 
of a former college president. He 
was educated in the schools there, 
receiving his M.A. in political 
science and history at Bombay Uni- 
versity. Coming to America Dr. 
Bhagat attended Boston University 
from which he secured his Masters’ 
and Ph.D degrees in history. He 1 
also secured a B.I). degree from 
Andover- Newton Theological Semi- 
nary and was ordained a Congre- 
gational minister in Wrentham, 
in 1953. 

Dr. Bhagat has been active in 
many Christian movements in In- 
dia, Pakistan and Ceylon, and after 
being in this country during 1953- 

54, he returned to India and travel- 
led 11,000 miles in those countries, 
talking with Christian young men 
and university teachers, and with 
Christian leaders of various denom- 
inations. He had an active part in 
planning the program for the Trien- 
niel Conference of the Student 
Christian Movement of India, Pak- 
istan and Ceylon, held from Decem- 
ber 24, 1954, to January 2, 1955. 
He is in America now as a visiting 
research scholar at Harvard Uni- 
versity for the academic year 1954- 

55. From his wealth of experience, 
Dr. Bhagat will have a great deal 
of value to tell Forum about “The 
Gospel of Christ in India.”

Two closets at the rear of the 
house were completely burned out 
and the fire fanned out toward the 
front of the dwelling, though the 
actual fire damage there was not 
as heavy as it was at the rear.

Twenty-eight thousand elk in 
northwestern Wyoming are giving 
the Federal Government one of its 
sharpest wildlife management head- 
aches. 

^ Elk are breeding too fast in the 
Yellowstone and Grand Teton Na- 
tional Parks area, creating an over- 
population problem more acute 
than anywhere else in the national 
parks. Oversized herds spell un- 
der-nourished animals, depletion of 
vegetation, particularly aspen and 
fir trees, and even more serious, 
land erosion through overgrazing. 

The government has tried shoot- 
ing the elk, only to run into a re- 
turn volley of criticism. It has 
tried a helicopter to frighten the 
elk out of Yellowstone Park into 
Montana where they were mowed 
down hy waiting hunters. But an 
expenditure of $1,000 shooed out 
only 100 exhausted animals. The 
government opened Grand Teton 
National Park to deputized hunters, 
but in a month and a half during 
the recent September-October sea- 
son only 12 elk had been killed. 

Two Largest Herds 

Now national, Wyoming, and 
Montana authorities are wrestling 
with this problem to which there 
seems no easy answer as yet, says 
the National Geographic Society. 

The Nation’s two largest elk 
herds summer in the high country 
of Yellowstone Park. One, the 
north Yellowstone herd of approxi- 
mately 12,000 head, hoofs north- 
ward in the fall and winter when a 
heavy canopy of snow restricts for- 
aging in the semi-wooded uplands. 

Winter drives the other, called 
the southern or Jackson Hole herd 
and numbering about 16,000 head, 
southward into Jackson Hole, a 
hospitable valley lying east of the 
Teton Mountains. 

Many of the north Yellowstone 
elk remain in the park where hunt- 
ing is forbidden, even in the worst 
winter weather. Park rangers have 
live-trapped some and removed 
them from Federal lands. But 
there have been few bids for live 
elk in recent years since the West 
is already overstocked. 

Not all park officials are enthu- 
siastic about using helicopters as 
“sheep dogs.” For one thing, elk 
are extraordinarily obstinate crea- 
tures that refuse to be driven down- 
hill from the Yellowstone heights. 
They persist in veering uphill. For 
another, it was distasteful to drive 
the animals into the muzzles of 
ambushed guns. 

Outright Killing Tried 

Some officials think the most 
practical method of reducing the 
herd is one tried in Yellowstone ex- 
perimentally a number of years 
ago: outright killing by rangers. 
Carcasses were cleaned on the spot 
and the meat given to charitable 
institutions. 

According to some authorities, 
this method tended to increase the 
hunter kill outside the park in Mon- 
tana. Many hunters figured that if 
the elk were to be killed they might 
as well do the killing. In the win- 
ter of 1942-43 nearly 700 head were 
shot in the park by rangers and 
almost 6,000 were killed by hunters 
north of the park in Montana where 
the kill runs sometimes as low as 
426. 

As practical as outright killing 
hy park rangers may be, it has the 
formidable disadvantage of stirring 
public wrath. The government thus 
is wary of restoring to this method. 

The southern elk herd also pre- 
sents tough problems. About this 
time of year it migrates across 
Jackson Hole, through Grand Teton 
National Park in places. 

Some 7,000 head, at times as 
many as 10,000, make their way to 
the elk refuge near the town of 
Jackson where the government and 
the Wyoming game and fish de- 
partment feed them alfalfa, hay 
and native grasses. 

An act of Congress permits hunt- 
ing in the park each season. In 
1952 Wyoming and Federal officials 
planned a kill of 600 there and 
1,200 “openings” for deputy park 
rangers were established. Only 455 
applied for park permits. They 
killed a mere 27 elk. In addition, 
approximately 3,000 were shot else- 
where in the Jackson Hole area. 
This total kill left the herd too 
large, in the opinion of the govern- 
ment authorities. 

Problems in Other Areas 
Elk (Cervus canadensis), the 
large hoofed “deer” that sheds its 
antlers each year, presents a popu- 
lation problem on many other Fed- 
eral and State lands, for example 
Wind Cave National Park in south- 
west South Dakota. The govern- 
ment estimates the herd of L^UO 
at twice its ideal size. Elk ur<* 
multiplying fast also in Montanas 
Glazier National Park and in Colo- 
rado’s Rocky Mountain National 
Paik area.

AND BRIEFS 


Natives of African Uganda re- 
gard milk as a truly royal bever- 
age, the National Geographic So- 
ciety says. Milkmaids chosen at an 
early age tend cows owned by the 
king. Europeans seldom are per- 
mitted to see the milkings, and the 
milk must always he borne to the 
royal house with great ceremony. 

The emigration of Scottish men 
and women to Canada, the United 
States and Australia from the He- 
brides seems to be on the ebb today, 
says the National Geographic So- 
ciety. The Hebridean is beginning 
to realize that life at homo is not 
so hard as it might be in newer 
lands. 

During spring, summer and fall, 
at least 36 species of fish enter New 
York harbor from the sea, says the 
National Geographic Society. These 
include most of the common eastern 
seaboard fishes, as well as occasional 
tuna and colorful tropical strays 
such as butterfly fish and trigger- 
fish. Harbor fishermen net men- 
haden in huge numbers. These fish 
are ground into meat for animals 
and oil for manufacturing soap, 
paint and printing ink. The an- 
nual Hudson River shad catch 
totals 2,000,000 pounds valued at 
$350,000.

So there may be available a public record 
of facta — for any uninformed critic to study 
and learn — the 11,000 New Englanders who are 
the Boston and Maine Railroad recount a few 
of the progressive accomplishments of manage- 
ment and employees of the road during the past 
15 years.

We 
believe the facta show a conduct of the road’s affairs in a 
manner which reflects continuing progress; good business 
methods; sound financing and reduction of debt; and 
steady improvement of the property. All this has been 
done on a pay-as-you-go basis.

In the last 15 years, the Boston and Maine has 
spent about $93 million for new equipment — locomotives 
— freight and passenger cars — modern signal systems — 
modern machines for shops and all the various other new 
things which comprise its presently modern plant.

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55 of these modern cars — long since past the 
experimental stage — will next week start to move from 
manufacturer to us. Before September 1, all $9 million 
worth of them will be running on Boston and Maine lines 
serving 113 stations and providing the equipment for 
128 commuter trains. When all the Budd cars are here, 
a total of 170 trains will be operating with these self- 
propelled, stainless steel, air-conditioned cars. Tliis 
will permit the Boston and Maine to scrap or dispose of 
approximately 235 older type com- 
muter coaches and 75 steam locomo- 
tives. It will mark the end of the use 
of steam power anywhere on the 
Boston and Maine Railroad.

The progressive record of the road in the last

improvement in tools to work with but a steady and 
extensive bettering of the road’s financial position. At 
the start of 1940, the total debt of the Boston and Maine 
Railroad was $130 million. On January 1, 1955, the road 
owed about $88 million. Thus between 1940 and 1955, 
the Boston and Maine paid ofT $42 million of debt.

The road now has 252 diesel locomotives, first of which 
uent into service in 1934, All through passenger and 
freight trains have been hauled by modern diesel 
locomotives since 1946. 

• Since 1940 the B&M has put in service 2008 
new freight cars of various types — box, gondola, etc.

Truffle Control and has replaced old fashioned inter- 
locking towers with 44 modern installations where 
touer operators, by twist of tuv fingers, control all 
switches uiul signals for varying distances up to 44 
miles from the control point. 401 miles of B&M track

IN TEACHER TRAINING PROGRAM 


The Winchester School Depart- 
ment is joining three other Mass- 
achusetts school systems and ten 
Massachusetts colleges in a new 
three-way bid to get able liberal- 
arts graduates into public school 
teaching, in both elementary and 
secondary schools. 

With the Harvard Graduate 
School of Education, they will offer, 
starting this summer, three routes 
to a teaching career: 

1. College plus an intensive sum- 
mer’s teaching experience under 
the guidance of master teachers. 

2. Intensive summer training fol- 
lowed by half a year of actual, paid 
work as a teacher while completing 
a year of graduate study.

'000 from the Fund for the Advance- 
ment of Education. Besides Win- 
chester, the cooperating school 
systems are Concord, Weston, and 
Winchester. It is hoped that Bel- 
mont and Brookline will join the 
program. The colleges are: Am- 
herst, Harvard, Holy Cross, M. I. T., 
Mount Holyoke, Radcliffe, Smith, 
Wellesley, Wheaton, and Williams. 

Core of the new approach to 
teacher-training will be a unique 
summer school in Newton, at the 
Weeks Junior High School. There 
20 master teachers*, recruited from 
all over the United States, will 
guide 100 student-teachers and stu- 
dent-observers in the teaching of 
300 boys and girls this summer. 

After the summer’s training, a 
few carefully-selected college grad- 
uates will be hired to teach, under 
guidance of master teachers, while 
completing their advanced studies 
at Harvard. Their own teaching 
experiences will become the sub- 
ject of class analysis in their Har- 
vard studies. 

As its part in the program, Win- 
chester will fill four positions with 
teacher trainees, two in the elemen- 
tary grades, one each in the junior 
and senior high school. Since the 
term for each will be one half year, 
a total of eight persons will be em- 
ployed during the school year. The 
teachers-in-training will be under 
the close supervision of experienced 
staff members of the Winchester 
schools in cooperation with the 
Harvard Graduate School of Edu- 
cation. 

In commenting on the new pro- 
gram, President Charles W. ('ole of 
Amherst said: “This threefold ap- 
proach represents a significant en- 
deavor both to bring added numbers 
of able liberal arts graduates into 
school teaching on the one hand, 
and to # relate graduate training in 
education with the school systems 
and with the realities of education 
WOl k.” 

The Very Rev. William A. Don- 
aghy, S.J., President of Holy Cross, 
added: “We in the colleges shall be 
the ultimate beneficiaries since this 
plan will produce not only better 
I teachers among our graduates but 
better students among our poten- 
tial collegians. In addition, I think 
that it does bring to a sharp point 
the practical contribution of the 
Colleges to the Republic and to the 
• production of responsible citizens.” 

Dean Francis Keppel of the Har- 
vard Graduate School of Education 
summarized the program this way: 
“This is just one more effort to con- 
tribute toward meeting the truly 
gigantic need for teachers in Amer- 
ica. In three years we would hope 
to help in preparing 500 or more 
teachers. The special value of this 
approach rests on close cooperation 
between college professors and 
school officials. We hope it may 
provide a pattern of interest to 
other parts of the country.

that they were “on the broom” and 
threw their stones with uniform 
“weight,” without other help it 
seemed humanly impossible to be 
so accurate. Being one, amongst 
others, who got badly beaten, it was 
an opportunity to “think” the game 
of curling, as well as acting it. The 
conclusion, for the uncanny accur- 
acy, would seem to be their brooms, 
which are not the ordinary house 
brooms we use, but a “pusher” 
about eight inches in width. Their 
sweeping, and ability to “bring” the 
stones the desired distance, seemed 
to be much more effective than our 
sweeping. We tried one of these 
“pushers” Sunday afternoon, that 
Ray Holdsworth had somehow 
“liberated” from one of the Scots 
before they left, and it seemed 
much more effective than our 
brooms when another few feet or 
inches was needed. Ability of the 
sweepers, as well as the skip, to 
judge sliding distance is of course 
essential, but we hereby start agi- 
tation for the Scotch “pushers.”

“The fault, Dear Brutus, is not in 
our stars, hut in ourselves, that we 
are underlings.” In this play, Bar- 
rie undertakes to prove Shake- 
speare’s contention in an exquisite 
blending of humor and fantasy. 

Mr. Lob, a sort of modern Puck, 
has invited a group of people for 
his week-end guests. Strangely 
heterogeneous, they have but one 
thing in common — the desire for a 
second change. In quest of this. 
Lob entices them into a magic wood 
which is won’t to appear only on 
Midsummer’s Eve. Here they 
realize their yearning. Mr. Purdie, 
unhappy with his wife and in the 
throes of a flirtation with Mabel, 
finds himself married to her, and 
flirting with his wife. Matey, the 
dishonest butler, is a dishonest cap- 
tain of finance, and the snobbish 
Lady Caroline is — of all things!-- 
his wife. Mr. Dearth, the artist, is 
happiest in his second chance, for 
there he finds the dream-daughter 
for whom he has always yearned. 
As the spell wears off, the guests 
return to the house, each one chas- 
tened to discover him or herself less 
fine than they had thought them- 
selves to he. But we arc left with 
the feeling that they have not found 
the adventure an unprofitable one: 
and the Dearths, who have profited 
most, start out on a painting expe- 
dition together. 

The play, reputed to have been 
Barrie’s favorite, is unlike anything 
else he has written. More than 
most, it calls for professional han- 
dling, and only the most ambitious 
amateur groups attempt it. The 
casting, it seems to me, calls for 
actors of more maturity, as some 
of the players involved were (I 
hope!) in process of enjoying their 
first, and not their second, chance.

Regarding the Titilah solution to 
the parking problem in Winchester 
square, as outlined in Mr. Titilah’s 
letter appearing in the* February 
fourth issue of your paper.

In looking for special 
songs for Marilyn Monroe to do, 
Berlin dug down in his trunk and 
came up with “Heat Wave,” “Lazy” 
and “After You Get What You 
Want, You Don't Want It." The lat- 
ter song was written 34 years ago. 
The lyrics needed not a single 
change, nor the music a single re- 
vision. The song is as apt, as mod- 
ern today as that of any lyricist- 
composer, including Berlin, himself. 

Of the 24 songs in the picture, 
three are new: “If You Believe,” 
sung by Johnnie Ray; “A Man 
Chases A Girl Until She Catches 
Him,” sung and danced by Donald 
O’Connor, and “A Sailor’s Not A 
Sailor Till A Sailor’s Been Tattoo- 
ed,” written especially for Kthel 
Merman and Mitzi Gaynor. Miss 
Merman and Dan Dailey also sing 
the title song, “There’s No Business 
Like Show Business,, and “When 
That Midnight Choo Choo Leaves 
for Alabam,” among others.

IS SOMETHING BEING DONE! 

Is something being done to pre- 
vent and control juvenile delin- 
quency in Massachusetts? Those 
attending the Legislative Luncheon 
of the Winchester League of Wo- 
men Voters hope to hear some of 
the answers to this question of 
vital concern when Mr. John D. 
Coughlnn speaks before that group 
on March 4. 

Mr. Coughlnn is in a position to 
present the latest developments in 
this field in our own state as he is 
the Director of the Division of 
Youth Service and Chairman of the 
Youth Service Board, Massachu- 
setts Department of Education. He 
has worked with youth continuous- 
ly since receiving his Master of 
Education Administration degree 
from Harvard: first as a teacher and 
supervisor in Everett, later as su- 
perintendent of schools in Canton 
and in Marlborough, and now in his 
present position. While in Everett, 
he was one of the organizers of the 
Youth Committee, and a prime 
mover in the development of an 
adequate recreational program and 
youth canteen. These programs 
were designed with a special em- 
phasis on the prevention of juvenile 
delinquency. 

The Youth Service Board, a group 
of three persons appointed by the 
governor, was created in 1948 to 
develop constructive programs to 
reduce and prevent juvenile delin- 
quency. The Board functions on 
both a local and a statewide level 
to cooperate with existing agencies 
and encourage the establishment of 
new agencies having as their object 
the control of delinquency and 
crime. A bill to extend detention 
facilities for juveniles has been filed 
at the request of the Board. The 
Massachusetts League of Women 
Voters is supporting this bill, which 
is currently before the Massachu- 
setts Senate. 

The Legislative Luncheon is one 
of the most popular annual events 
of the Winchester League. Those 
who make reservations for them- 
selves and their guests by March 1 
will enjoy a delightful luncheon 
prepared and served by the Ladies 
of the Methodist Guild at the Craw- 
ford Memorial Methodist Church.

RED CROSS WORKERS BRIEFED 

Volunteer workers for the 1956 
Red Cross fund campaign in Win- 
chester will soon set forth on their 
annual drive, with a new under- 
standing of where the money col- 
lected is needed, and how much of it 
will be used locally, out of the $19,- 

541.00 goal. These facts and other 
informative points of Red Cross ac- 
tivity were stressed at the meeting 
held for volunteer workers on 
Thursday evening at Masonic Hall. 

Two weeks ago a brief resume 
was given in this paper of some 
local activities toward which funds 
are allocated. This week will add 
to that list, and also show some of 
the personal acticities of the 85G 
Winchester people who have given 
their time and services to the local 
Chapter during 1954. 

At Bedford Veterans Hospital, 
Bedford, six outings, picnics and 
parties were given for the patients. 
Two groups of Gray Ladies gave 
weekly service to the hospital, and 

230.000 surgical dressings were 
made by two other groups. Sewing 
groups made new draperies to 
brighten the hospital windows. At 
Winchester Hospital, the Gray 
Ladies and Nurses Aids gave week- 
ly service and helped with the 
Children’s Hour. The Motor Corps 
made 49 trips to the Bloodcenter (in 
Boston) for 138 pints of hlood, and 
eight walking donors provided 
blood at the local hospital when re- 
quested. 

A total of 56 local servicemen 
and their families were helped dur- 
ing the year. Twenty-five men who 
were on the high seas at Christmas 
received gift boxes, and Thanks- 
giving and Christmas baskets were 
sent to several famines. Help was 


'given to Co. C in the Fells in fur- 
nishing a PX, both directly and 
through interesting other Winches- 
, ter organizations. 

In the work of the volunteer 
Motor Corps 22 Winchester men 
and women drove 9,390 miles, and 
(gave 857 hours for 303 calls to take 
patients to Boston hospitals and on 
other errands of mercy. One patient 
was driven daily for several weeks 
to Massachusetts General Hospital. 

The younger generation has been 
equally active. The Junior Red 
(Cross sent 152 boxes of gifts to 
children in foreign lands. Elemen- 
tary school children made 1,200 nut 
cups and favors to be sent to the 
Home for the Aged and the Little 
Wanderers Home. High School 
students sent 497 records and 3,028 
Christmas cards. From January to 
June, two classes were held weekly 
in Home Nursing for high school 
girls. 

During 1954 seven First Aid 
I classes were held and 117 certifi- 
cates awarded. One hundred and 
seventeen more people trained to 
know what to do in an emergency 
is a real asset to the community. 

There is little doubt that the Red 
Cross plays a considerable part in 
the community life of our town. 
Let’s give them the help they need.

How an abandoned Boston school 
building was converted to a modern 
industrial plant was shown to busi- 
ness and civic lenders yesterdny 
during ceremonies attending open 
house of the Boston Filter Com- 
pany, at Harvard Square, Charles- 
town. 

The Dexter School on Harvard 
Hill, site of the early homo of John 
Harvard, has been entirely rebuilt 
nnd renovated throughout its four- 
story classic structure, under the 
direction of Mrs. Elisha George 
Pierce, Jr., president of the 63-year- 
old Boston Filter Company, Inc. 

The open house, which included 
inspection of the premises and the 
equipment which is used to build 
and repair all types of air-condi- 
tioning equipment and water-cool- 
ing units, was attended by Donald 
Perry, of Lybrand, Ross Bros. & 
Montgomery; John Richardson, of 
Ropes Gray, and a director of Bos- 
ton Filter Co.; John C. Garland, 
Vice President of The First Na- 
tional Bank; Col. Raymond Wilkin- 
son, representing Governor Herter; 
Mary K. Fitzgerald, Chairlady of 
the Boston School Committee; 'Wil- 
liam F. Carr and Louis Musco, of 
the Boston School Committee; and 
Henry Trask, manager of the 
Charlestown branch of the National 
Shaw mu t Bank. 

Classrooms in the 100-year-old 
school, overlooking the quiet Har- 
vard Mall, have been turned into 
modern offices and shops. Air con- 
ditioning, modern lighting and up- 
to-date equipment has replaced the 
blackboards and desks throughout 
the plant. 

However, one room retains its 
school-like atmosphere. In this 
room the students of today are old 
enough to have been yesterday’s 
pupils at the school, for they are 
the dealers, distributors and main- 
tenance men who attend regular 
classes to keep them up to the 
minute in latest developments in the 
air-conditioning filter and cooling 
fields.

He dwelt at some length 
on Social Security and its provisions 
of insurance and assistance pointing j 
out the liberal benefits offered to- j 
day. 

Comparisons with other localities 
were noted particularly with ! 
Canada where a flat pension is in I 
effect for the aged and with Louisi- ! 
ana where 77 out of 100 elderly 
persons are receiving old age ns- j 
sistance. In contrast in Delaware 
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only about 4 out of 100 persons re- 
ceive the same aid, due to pinch- j 
penny management. 

In the entire Country about i 
million receive old ago assistance. 
Mr. Cronin emphasized that this as- 
sistance is not to he construed ns 
charity hut as something that has 
been earned by the individual. The 
same holds true to unemployment 
benefits. There is still need for the 
Red Feather Agencies nnd the 
Catholic Charities institutions for 
the aged, the ill and the homeless, 
but Social Security, due to its co- 
ordinating coverage, has taken 
much of the burden from commu- 
nities, giving the individual self 
earned benefits instead. 

Mr. Cronin’s remarks gave one 
the feeling that this country has 
assuredly through both major par- 
ties made tremendous strides in 
taking care of its people.

ROBERT MORGAN KEENEY 

Robert Morgan Keeney, head of 
the English Department at Win- 
chester High School and a widely 
known resident of the town, died 
suddenly of a heart attack early 
Saturday morning, February 19, at 
his home, 3 Chesterford road. He 
had been troubled with a heart con- 
dition but had apparently been in 
his usual health recently and his ; 
sodden passing came as a severe | 
shock to the entire community. 

Mr. Keeney was the son of Nel- 
son, and Annie (Bragaw) Keeney. 
He was born April 20, 1898, in New 
London, Conn., and prepared for 
college at the Bulkeley School there, 
graduating from Amherst College 
with the class of 1920. While in 
college he was captain of the track 
team and was the winner of the 
Latin and Greek Prize at his eom- 
jrsencement. He did graduate work 
b education at Harvard, Yale, and 
Columbia, and received his Master’s 
Degree from Columbia in 1933. 

Mr. Keeney’s first teaching posi- 
tion was at Choate School, Walling- 
ford, Conn., after which he return- 
ed to teach at his own preparatory 
School, the Bulkeley School. He 
tfc ught English at Newton High 
School from 1923 to 1930, coming 
t<- Winchester to head the high 
p hool English Department in that 
year. He was one of the school’s 
faculty sponsors for the National 
Honor Society, had been faculty 
advisor to the staff of the Red and 
B'ack, student paper; and for many 
years prepared the student speakers 
for the annual graduation exercises. 

Few teachers have had a strong- 
er grip upon their students than 
Mr. Keeney. Known familiarly as 
“Bob” or “Tex,” he was genuinely 
beloved by those who came within 
the broad scope of his influence. 
His sense of humor, though quiet 
and very subtle, was famous in the 
school. He seldom called his pupils 
by their names. The boys were 
usually “Julius” or “Frank” and the 
g, iris, “Clara,” yet none took advan- 
tage of his class-room fun, and few 
on the entire faculty were more 
deeply respected, alike by pupils 
and associates. 

On August 19, 1929, Mr. Keeney 
married Vesta Richmond, then 
teaching in Newton, and they came 
to Winchester with his appointment 
to the high school faculty the next 
year. He had been a town meeting 
member from Precinct 5, was a 
member of the New England Asso- 
ciation of English Teachers and of 
the First Congregational Church. 
He had completed at the First 
Congregational Church on the Sun- 
day before his death an adult re- 
ligious education course which he 
had given with his wife on “The 
Bible Through the Centuries,” a 
course which many had asked him 
to repeat later in the year. 

Mr. Keeney leaves his wife; a 
son, Lt. Richmond M. Keeney, 

SAF Amherst ’52, stationed at 
the Dover Air Force Base in Del- 
aware; a daughter, Ann M. Kee- 
ney, a graduate of Mt. Holyoke 
College, 1953, now studying at Har- 
vard Graduate School of Education; 
and a sister, Mrs. Edward Wagoner 
of Lawrenceville, Ga. 

Many faculty and members of the 
student body of Winchester High 
School attended the funeral serv- 
ices held Monday afternoon at the 
First Congregational Church. The 
minister, Dr. Dwight L. Cart, and 
Dr. John L. Lobingier, secretary 
emeritus of Christian Education 
for the Massachusetts Congrega- 
tional Conference, officiated. J. Al- 
bert Wilson, organist and choir- 
master, played favorite hymns. The 
ultimate interment will be in Cedar 
Grove Cemetery, New London, 
Conn.

Janies Metcalf Joslin, a native 
and widely known resident of Win- 
chester, died suddenly at 4 o’clock 
Monday morning, February 21, 
while he and his wife and son “Tom- 
my” were on a visit to Mrs. Joslin’s 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. H. W. Smed- 
Fey of Ardmore, Pa. The Joslins 
had gone to Ardmore for a long 
week-end, and soon after their ar- 
rival on Saturday, Mr. Joslin com- 
plained of being ill. He became 
worse on Sunday with all medical 
effort to save him proving of no 
avail. News of his death added to 
the shock the community experi- 
enced at the death of Robert M. 
Keeney two days previous. 

Mr. Joslin came of a well known 
Winchester family. He was born 
in this town at 12 Wildwood street 
July 11, 1905, the son of Ralph E.

DOES WINCHESTER REALIZE!

Because of this pressure group’s 
attacks on the handbook, the Girl 
Scouts have seen fit to remove such 
phrases as “service is your way of 
making this a better world.” They 
have removed the phrase “citizen of 
the world.” 

In the book of “corrections” in- 
structions for page 103 say; |

from “one World” to “My World.” 

They* removed mention of the 
League of Women Voters, a non- 
partisan organization. They have 
changed the biography of the 
founder of the American Girl Scout 
movement by removing the fact 
that she was “one of the first true 
internationalists.” The book of cor- 
rections has instructions to “cross 
out everything” on pages 228 and 
229. These two pages dealt with 
the United Nations Organization.”

MAIN LINE TRAINS 
TO DETOUR WINCHESTER 


Mnin line trains of the Boston 
and Maine Railroad’s New Hamp- 
shire Division will be detoured for 
about two miles and for a period of 
two years through Winchester, 
Mass., while existing grade cross- 
ings at Winchester Square are be- 
ing eliminated, the railroad an 
nounced today. 

Construction of the temporary 
double tracks is now under way 
and it is expected that train traffic 
will shift to the detour from the 
present tracks by next July. Be- 
fore that time, probably in April, 
the railroad will relocate its sta- 
tions at Winchester and Wedge- 
mere so that the detour may be 
constructed over the sites now oc- 
cupied by these stations. 

The relocated stations and the 
detour will be about 60 feet west 
of the present main line tracks. 
The temporary tracks wlil start 
about 2,000 feet south of Wedge- 
mere Station and run parallel to 
the present tracks for 9,700 feet 
to a point over a mile north of Win- 
chester Station. In addition to this 
main line diversion, about 1,600 feet 
of the Woburn Loop, starting north 
of Winchester Square, will be in- 
cluded in the detour. 

During the two years the railroad 
will be moving its trains over the 
temporary tracks, its permanent 
tracks will be raised from their 
present grades about 18% feet to 
make an overhead crossing of the 
highways at Main and Church 
streets in Winchester Square. The 
permanent track work also calls for 
the construction of new stations at 
Winchester and Wedgemere and 
several new bridges. 

The new permanent station at 
Winchester will be at present drive- 
way level, with ramps and platforms 
and awnings on both northbound 
and southbound tracks. There will 
be an underpass for pedestrians go- 
ing east and west from the station 
At Wedgemere there will be an 
elevated station with stairs leading 
to the grade of the top of the rail, 
with platforms and awnings on both 
inbound and outbound sides of the 
tracks. There will be a pedestrian 
underpass for patrons going east 
or west from the station. 

During use of the temporary 
tracks, the railroad will maintain 
a temporary signal interlocking 
plant for crossovers and connec- 
tions from the main line to the Wo- 
burn Iyoop, and will have crossing 
tender protection at Church and 
Main streets. 

The railroad’s share of the grade 
crossing project at Winchester is 
the largest detour project it has 
been called upon to make in eon-

Mrs. Patience Chase Hindes, wife 
c*f Dr. J. Churchill Hindes of* Stet- 
son Hall, died Monday night, F’eb- 
bruary 28, after several da^s ill- 
ness that followed a long period 
of failing health. A resident of 
Winchester for more than Half a 
century, she was in her active 
years prominent in the social and 
cultural life of the town.

Always generous 
with her talent, she played! for 
countless vocalists and instrumen- 
talists, and for many musical 
shows, including the old Cal umet 
Club shows in the early nineteen 
hundreds. For many years, until 
her health forbade, she filled the 
trying post of rehearsal accom- 
panist for the Winton Club Cab- 
arets. 

Mrs. Hindes’ membership in the 
Church of the Epiphany went back 
to days when the parish occupied 
the church on Mt. Vernon street, 
now the home of the First Church 
of Christ Scientist in Winchester. 
She was a past regent of Commit- 
tee of Safety Chapter, D.A.R., and 
a former member of the Fortnight- 
ly Women’s Club, Winton Club and

Besides her husband she leaves 
a son, Captain James G. Hindes, 
USAF, now stationed in Germany, 
and four grandchildren.

22. Under Community Service, the 
girls worked to make gifts for 
service men as part of “Christmas 
on the High Seas/' as well as col- 
lecting gifts for children whose 
names were secured through the 
public welfare office. The girls also 
helped with the Easter Seal Cam- 
paign. A highlight of our training 
committee’s activity was the state 
meeting at Cedar Hill, attended by 
ten of our members, and most ably 
conducted by Mrs. Dwight Cart, 
keeping us in close touch with state 
Scout activities. 

Our finance committee, compos- 
ed of Mr. Dwight Bellows and Mrs. 
Walter Roberts, co-chairmen; our 
treasurer, Mrs. William Beal; and 
Mr. James Willing, Mr. Edmund 
Wright, and Mr. Richard Johnson 
has done an outstanding job, ably 
assisted by Mrs. Eleanor Shinnick, 
our executive director. Winchester 
Girl Scouts are on a fine financial 
footing. The United Community 
Services allotted us $5,000.00 in 
1954, and $2,400.00 was raised by 
the Cookie Drive. As our estimated 
budget for 1955 will total $8,160.00 
and we are requesting only $4,600.- 
00 from the U. C. S., it can easily 
be seen how much we depend on our 
Cookie Sale for a successful year 
to come.

You can live only 
if you and your Civil Defense staff 
work together and not in opposite 
directions. 

What does Civil Defense mean to 
Winchester? It means in one simple 
word evacuation, in an orderly and 
pre-planned manner. It means we 
will all he alive after an H-Bomb 
attack if we realize our problem in 
time. 

Val Peterson, National Civilian 
Defense Administrator, said that 
to stay is to die. Evacuation is a 
necessary and entirely feasible plan 
for a town the size of Winchester. 
Therefore, we as the citizens of 
Winchester must realize this fact 
and do everything possible to pro 
tect the lives of our loved ones. 
Civil Defense workers are not re 
cruited but are taken from the 
ranks of the volunteers. 

What are we, the Civil Defense 
staff, doing about it? Everything 
in our power is being done as 
quickly and efficiently as the plans 
of evacuation and protection, in the 
event of an II-Bomb attack, are 
realized. 

Winchester is fortunate in hav- 
ing such a qualified group of men 
to head the Civilian Defense acti- 
vities of the town. At the head of 
the staff is the director- Theodore 
J. Boecker. Serving with him are 
John T. Blanchard, deputy director; 
Robert B. Richmond, director of 
communications; Jack II. Ivors, 
deputy director of communications; 
Kendall II. Spencer, assistant evac- 
uation officer; Stephen E. Root, 
warden officer; Lester C. Gustin, 
staff advisory officer; Sherman B. 
Russell, assistant director of ad- 
ministration; Victor S. Phaneuf, 
deputy warden officer; Everett P. 
Stone, plant protection; R. Doug- 
las Ramsdell, publicity; James A. 
Wakefield, Jr., engineering; Charles 
J. Harrold, police chief; James E. 
Callahan, fire chief; William P. 
Supple, civil war aid; James I\ 
Halwartz, utilities; Ruth E. Hilton, 
registration; Frances N. Atkinson, 
Civilian Defense secretary.

Winchester goes to the polls for another town election Monday, 
March 7, and with the scarcity of contests on the ballot, only three, it 
is not likely that the vote will be representative. This is unfortunate, 
not only because with a light vote a good candidate may be beaten, but 
because those who are elected by a few voters may feel they need con- 
cern themselves only with the wishes of those who supported them at the 
polls. In the last four town elections Winchester cast respectively 
16.5, 16.2, 48.4, and 25.7 percent of the registered vote. There is nothing 
in these figures about which to he proud or to substantiate the oft-made 
statement that Winchester is “different." We get pretty much what we 
demand in the way of town government and it is easy for a don’t-care 
\ote to beget a don’t-care government. We, should all go to the polls 
Monday and vote. Where we think a candidate running for office has 
done a good job we can give him a vote, whether or not he has opposi- 
tion. Perhaps those who do not get this vote endorsement may try 
harder to merit it next time. And we must not forget! Our Board of 
Selectmen and School Committee have real exacting work ahead. We 
have an opportunity to express our preference in the contests for these 
offices. Let us not fail to do so! 


FINE PUBLIC SERVANT LOST 


Editor of the Star: 

In the passing of Robert Morgan 
Keeney on February 19, 1955, Win- 
chester has lost one of its finest 
public servants. As head of the 
English Department at the Win- 
chester High School for a quarter 
of a century, Mr. Keeney was in- 
strumental in establishing and 
maintaining the standards of Eng- 
lish instruction which have given 
our school a high place among the 
secondary schools of New England. 

The influence of a fine teacher 
extends far beyond the bounds of 
his own lifetime or his particular 
community. Hundreds of Robert 
Keeney’s former pupils enjoy richer 
and more purposeful lives and have 
achieved greater success in their 
business or professional careers be- 
cause of the spendid training which 
he gave to them. 

Most often, students remember 
their teachers not for the know- 
ledge or skills which they impart- 
ed, hut for their traits of humor 
or originality. Mr. Keeney’s dry 
wit and his keen sense of the 
ridiculous eased the path of learn- 
ing for many of his pupils. 

A sound scholar and a meticulous 
workman at his chosen craft, Rob- 
ert Keeney was above all a gentle- 
man in the best meaning of that 
word. His intellectual honesty and 
innate good taste were an inspir- 
ation to all who came to know him, 
whether they were students or col- 
leagues. 

On behalf of the Town of Win- 
chester, the School Committee has 
the high honor and privilege of ex- 
pressing its gratitude for the years 
of devoted service which Mr. Kee- 
ney gave to our people. To the 
members of his family goes our 
deepest sympathy.

ART ASSOCIATION MEETING

exhibitions of the year opened on 
Tuesday evening, March 1st at the 
Gallery of the Winchester Public 
Library.

It 
was difficult to believe that 
“Aviary” a handsome geometric 
abstraction in a hold palette of 
rose, magenta, orange and blue, 
“Young Bacchus” a striking por- 
trait of a youth painted in a more 
traditional style, and the familiar 
scenes of Harvard yard and the 
Charles River had been executed 
by the same person. 

The exhibition is well worth a 
second visit for a careful study of 
the technique of Mr. Outerbridge 
reveals the fact that his three

idea, that of a vibrant shimmering 
color used in strong clear patterns.

DOUBLE-SESSION KINDERGARTEN 


The school committee has an- 
nounced a change in the kindergar- 
ten program of the Winchester 
schools to become effective Septem- 
ber 1956. The one-session schedule 
under which these classes have been 
maintained is to be replaced by a 
two-session program similar to that 
maintained in a majority of the 
school systems of the country. Un- 
der the new program, the younger 
kindergarten children will attend 
school from 8:45 to 11:45 each 
morning and the older children of 
kindergarten age will attend each 
afternoon from 1 o’clock until 3 
for the first half of the school 
year. At the mid-year these sched- 
ules will be reversed so as to pro- 
vide an equal amount of school 
time for all kindergarten children. 

In making this announcement the 
school committee called attention 
to several factors which made this 
change advisable. It was pointed 
out that the kindergarten program 
was begun in Winchester at a time 
when enrollments in each of the 
schools were sufficiently small to be 
accommodated in one class, thus 
explaining the origin of the one- 
session kindergarten in our school 
system. Recently, however, enroll- 
ments have increased to a point 
here it will he necessary to main- 
tain two kindergarten classes in 
each of the elementary schools. 
Meanwhile, increased enrollments 
in the grades require additional 
classrooms which can be made 
available by having the two kin- 
dergartens in one classroom on a 
double-session plan. The adoption 
of the two-session kindergarten, in- 
cidentally, will permit the release 
of several teachers for service in 
other grades where heavy enroll- 
ments would otherwise require em- 
ployment of additional teachers. 

Children attending kindergarten 
next year will be registered in May, 
at which time the parent will be 
advised as to whether the child is 
to attend the morning or afternoon 
session next fall.

DR. ARA G. BESSE 

Dr. Ara G. Besse of 540 Wash- 
ington street, optometrist and op- 
tician, long associated with the firm 
of Spencer & Besse at 120 Tremont 
street, Boston, died suddenly early 
Thursday morning, March 3, at the 
Winchester Hospital. He entered 
the hospital only the afternoon be- 
fore his death and bad been actively 
at business up to within a day or 
so of that time. 

Dr. Besse was the son of Fran- 
cis E. Besse, Lynn shoe manufac- 
turer, and Mary A. (Philbrick) 
Besse. He was born June 19, 1875. 
in Lynn and attended the Lyon . 
public schools through one year of 
high school. He then attended Mt. 
Herman School for two years be- 
fore going to work for the man, 
with whom he later formed the 
partnership of Spencer & Besse, op- 
tometrists and opticians. He had 
been an optometrist and optician 
since 1895 and had fitted artificial 
human eyes since 1912. Following 
the death of his partner he had 
conducted the firm’s business. 

I)r. Besse served live years in Co. 
I, 8th Infantry, MVM. He was a 
member of William Parkman Lodge 
of Masons and of the First Congre- 
gational Church. In 1914 he mar- 
ried Laura Clark Brooks of Pea- 
body, who died in 1945. He had 
lived in Winchester since 1917, com- 
ing here from Wollaston. 

Dr. Besse leaves a daughter, Mrs. 
Richard W. Janney of Needham, 
and two grandchildren, Richard B., 
and Steven H. Janney. 

Funeral services will he held Sat- 
urday afternoon at 2 o’clock at the 
Bennett Chapel with Dr. Dwight L.

MISSION UNION GUILD 


The meeting of the Mission | 
Union, First Congregational | 
Church, on next Tuesday, March 
8, is of special significance. On this 
occasion, we dedicate our Second 
Mile Gift under the direction of 
Mrs. Edgar Hinton and the Second 
Mile chairman, Miss Margaret Cop- 
land. Everyone will have the op- 
portunity to participate in this 
service, for we are reminded to 
bring our “Second Mile Gift Box- 
es” which we have been filling with 
coins during the past year. Any- 
one who does not have a box may 
bring her offering and put it into 
a box at the meeting. 

This special Second Mile offering 
is given by the women of our de- 
nomination each year as a thank 
offering, over and above the regular 
benevolence giving. In Massachu- 
setts this gift goes to three causes: 
to help the work in West Central 
Africa; to support a nurses’ train- 
ing school at the Ryder Memorial 
Hospital in Puerto Rico; and to help 
our Massachusetts work among 
Negroes, specifically the work at 
St. Mark Social Center in Roxbury, 
and to Second Church in Pittsfield 
and the Lincoln Church in Brock- 
ton. 

The speaker for this meeting is 
Mr. Raymond W. Jarvis, Director 
of St. Mark Social Center. St. 
Mark is a church-related Commu- 
nity Center, and is not unfamiliar 
to many of our Mission Union mem- 
bers. Located at 216 Townsend 
street, Roxbury, the Center has 
given thirty years of service to the 
community. This is a densely popu- 
lated area, predominently Negro, 
with 12,000 children and young 
people under 20 years of age. Mr. 
Jarvis not only supervises the work 
among them but also directs pro- 
grams of constructive recreation for 
older people. The services of the 
Center include St. Mark Nursery 
School and the school for Tiny Tots, 
which is interracial, counselling, 
vocational guidance, tutoring serv- 
ices, job placement, a literary, and 
a summer day camp. 

Activities offered to boys and 
girls include arts and crafts, story- 
telling, folk dancing, Cub Scouts 
and Brownies, and Daily Vacation 
School. For older children there 
are ceramics, drama, music, danc- 
ing, and scouts with first-aid and 
swimming for boys. 

Last October several of the much 
needed buildings burned down, in- 
cluding the Nursery, so St. Mark is 
especially in need of any help we 
can give through our Second Mile 
offering this year. 

The Mission Union is indeed for- 
tunate to be able to hear Mr. Jarvis 
give a first-hand account of this 
important institution, and it will be 
a satisfaction to know that each 
one of us will have a share in help- 
ing to promote this greatly needed 
work. When we fill our Second Mile 
Boxes, let us remember that St. 
Mark Social Center is one of the 
best preventives of juvenile delin- 
quency. 

The regular Mission Union lunch- 
eon comes as usual at one o’clock; 
the dedication and speaking follow 
at two. 

Be sure to bring your Second Mile

"MORE AND BETTER 
TELEPHONE SERVICE" 

With an $84-million construction 
program, the second largest in its 
history, the New England lele- 
phon° & Telegraph Company in 
1051 expanded and modernized ser- 
vice and introduced new technical 
developments, Company President 
J. K. Harrell brings out in his an- 
imal report. 

"During the year,” he said, "the 
people of New England had more 
ind better telephone service than 
ever before* . . . More business firms 
uui families were provided with 
service as 80,000 new telephones 
.vere added ... A new peak of al- 
most 2.0 million telephones has now 
been reached, and from these tele- 
phones there originated last year 
the greatest volume of telephone 
calls evei’ recorded in this area. 

In the further spread of dial- 
operated local service throughout 
the five states the company serves, 
Harrell reported 56 more commu- 
nities changed from manual to dial 
operation. Principal among them 
were Hath and Brunswick, Maine; 
Natick, Randolph and West Box- 
hu iy, Massachusetts; Warwick and 
Hillsgrove, Rhode Island; Concord 
and Nashua, New Hampshire; Rut- 
land and Brattleboro, \ ormont. At 
the end of 1954, (18 per cent of the 
company’s telephones were dial 
operated, with 75 per cent expected 
by the end of 1956. 

Harrell termed a "significant ad- 
vance” the direct distance dialing 
inaugurated in the West Roxbury 
exchange last December. It was the 
first area in the company where 
customers can dial their own calls 
to points as distant as New York 
and Philadelphia. "As time goes 
on,” he said, "the range of this 
direct distance dialing will be grad- 
ually' increased and the method 
made available to more communi- 
ties in our area.” 

The report states that revenues 
continued to increase in 1954. Per 
share, 1964’s earnings were $7.84 
as against 1953’s $7.50. In both 
years the dividend per share paid 
was $8. 

"Earnings figures (in 1954) were 
adversely affected by the unusually 
heavy expense associated with the 
two hurricanes that struck New 
England last fall,” Harrell stated. 
"This expense amounted to $5.3 
million, with about an equal amount 
involved in the new construction 
made necessary by this restoration 
job.” 

He called the service restoration 
job following the hurricanes the 
greatest in the company’s history. 
"The resources of the company 
were tested to the fullest,” he said. 
"But despite the tremendous dam- 
age, the job of restoring disrupted 
service established new records for 
speed iind efficiency.”

HOWARD AUGUSTINE NEWTON 

(Ed. Note: The following from 
fin Amherst College publication 
will interest old residents who re- 
member Mr. Newton as a hoy in 
Winchester and his father as a long- 
time minister of the First Con- 
gational Church.) 

On November 7, 1954, after an 
illness extending over several 
months, Howard Augustine Newton 
died at his home, 294 Ridgewood 
avenue, Hamden, Conn. The funeral 
was held at the Church of the Re- 
deemer, New Haven, Conn., on 
Tuesday, November 10. 

Mr. Newton was born January 2, 
1886, in Stoneham, Mass., the son 
of Rev. Darius A. Newton., He pre- 
pared for college at Winchester 
High School and entered Amherst 
in the autumn of 1902. In college 
he was interested in track athletics 
and was a member of the track 
team during junior and senior 
years. He joined Chi Phi and was 
elected to Phi Beta Kappa in his 
graduation year, 1906. 

He taught in Abington and Hold- 
en until 1915, when he became 
teacher of physics at Hillhouse 
High School, New Haven, continu- 
ing there until his retirement in 
1951. In the early twenties his 
eyesight began to fail and he soon 
became totally blind. Through the 
wonderful cooperation of his wife, 
Jane Eaton Newton, whom he mar- 
ried in 1910, he carried on his class- 
es enthusiastically and effectively, 
a most remarkable example of 
teamwork. 

An accomplished pianist, Mr. 
Newton kept up his music by mem- 
orizing scores. He also engaged in 
an unusual hobby for a sightless 
person, philately, and accumulated 
a valuable and comprehensive col- 
lection of early United States is- 
sues. 

He is survived by his widow, 
Jane; two brothers, Francis C. 
Newton, M.D., and Harlan F. New- 
ton; also a sister, Mrs. Otis Means.

A memorial service for James 
M. Joslin of Dartmouth street, who 
died suddenly February 21 while 
visiting in Ardmore, Pa., was held 
Saturday afternoon at the Unita- 
rian Church, where Mr. Joslin had 
been especially active as a member 
and clerk of the standing commit- 
tee and as a member of the choir. 

The minister, Rev. Robert A. 
Storer, conducted the service and 
spoke of Mr. Joslin’s usefulness as 
a citizen, his concern for people and 
especial interest in young people 
as exemplified in his work for lo- 
cal Scouting. He had a great desire 
to be of service, said Mr. Storer, 
and his end came as he was ‘‘cheer- 
fully doing his work with all his 
might.” 

The Mystic Glee Club, of which 
Mr. Joslin had been a member, sang 
two anthems, and George Fortune, 
baritone soloist of the church choir, 
sang Malotte’s arrangement of 
“The Lord’s Prayer.” Mary Ranton 
With am, church organist and direc- 
tor of music, played. 

Interment will be in the Joslin 
family lot in Forestdale Cemetery 
in Hudson. It was erroneously stat- 
ed in the originally-published notice 
of Mr. Joslin’s death that the in- 
terment was in Ardmore, Pa.

An able director, like a general 
in the army, must be efficient, in- 
telligent, flexible and have that cer- 
tain unknown quality of leadership. 

Winchester is fortunate in hav- 
ing such a man as Mr. Theodore J. 
Boeeker to direct its Civil Defense 
activities. 

Mr. Boeeker was born in 1896 in 
Cologne, Germany, and entered the 
United States with his parents in 
1905. He has lived in virtually 
every state cast of the Mississippi. 
He moved to Winchester in 1943 
and has made his home at 49 Wild- 
wood street. 

After finishing High School he 
entered Akron University in 1915 
on the cooperative plan. After 
three years in the Engineering 
School he entered the Engineering 
Corp of the Army as a 2nd Lieu- 
tenant. After World War I he mar- 
ried, and went to work for an In- 
dustrial Engineering firm in their 
planning, routing, and scheduling 
department. This work carried him 
all over the country. From there 
he became a plant superintendent 
of a large machine manufacturing 
company in St. Louis. Then in the 
middle of the depression he re- 
turned to New England as an en- 
gineer in the planning department 
of a Providence Machine Tool con- 
cern. In 1948 he entered into busi- 
ness on his own, manufacturing 
women’s shoe trimmings, which he 
and his partner have expanded into 
a thriving business. 

While living in Melrose, Mr. 
Boeeker, was elected Commander 
of the American Legion and volun- 
teered his services for the Civil 
Defense activities of World War 
II as planning officer of operations 
procedure. 

When Civil Defense was organ- 
ized in Winchester, Mr. Boeeker 
was asked to he our Planning Dir- 
ector under James Blackham. Un- 
der Lester Gustin he was appointed 
Deputy Director. In September of 
1953 Mr. Boeeker became Director 
— a post which he has ably filled. 

“Our primary aim is to formulate 
evacuation plans for our schools 
and population; and our secondary 
aim is to serve the public by in- 
forming them of latest develop- 
ments of our plans.” Adding to this 
Mr. Boeeker said. “There is no so- 
lution to the problem of an enemy 
H-Bomb attack except evacuation.” 

“None of these plans can he suc- 
cessfully carried out unless we have 
the cooperation of all of Winches- 
ter. The spirit of cooperation of all 
the Civil Defense staff and workers, 
coupled with that of the Mothers’ 
Associations of the schools, is mov- 
ing us closer to the day when Win- 
chester will he fully prepared.”

COST $292 PER PUPIL-YEAR 

It coals Winchester $292.8-4 n 
year to educate a child in the f pub- 
lic school system, the U.S. Ofhe^E? of 
Education reports. 

This compares with an avei— nge 
cost of $229.20 a year for all *->tih- 
lir school students in 101 U.S. ci tAes 
of 10,000 to 25,000 population. 

The figures are published by The 
Office of Education so that all cm tAcs 
may know how their operating 
costs compare with the naticz^nal 
averages. The official figures, /the 
latest available, were comi> m led 
from a nation-wide cost survey Tor 
the school year 1962-58. 

The school year in Winchester t* is 
180 days, which is also the aver" -xge 
school year for all 131 cities. 

Annual cost figures cover l *oth 
elementary and high-school ox|^»«?n- 
ditures combined, but where col- 
leges or junior colleges are ope 
ed by the city, these costs are eli- 
minated from the comparative fig- 
ures. 

Construction Excluded 

The federal survey covers only 
current costs in the public scTnool 
system, and does not include eifcYier 
new capital outlays for construc- 
tion, or interest on school do lots. 
Neither does the survey cover -mm ny 
costs for adult education, or ot-Vier 
community programs not conn ^oct- 
ed directly with the daily education 
of the youngsters. 

The tabulation below lists the six 
major items of operating cost Tor 
the public schools in Winches t^er, 
compared with the averages Tor 
each item in all 131 cities in The 
same population group, 10,000 to 
25,000:

Daily Costs Compared 


On the basis of daily averages, 
Winchester operates her schools 
for $1.03 per pupil-day, as comp mir- 
ed with an average of $1.27 per cday 
for all 131 cities. 

As a rule, the report finds, it 
costs more to educate a child in a 
larger city than in a smaller com- 
munity. because the larger cit^ies 
generally offer more auxiliary gv- 
vices, such as better school libr Air- 
ies, more vocational courses, better 
cafeterias, special training for 
ceptional students, and broach or 
programs in physical education, Vie 
arts, and handcrafts. In round %x- 
ures, these extra courses, usually 
more available in the larger citi os, 
add about $45 a year to the avera- fzo 
cost per pupil, giving the lar^zror 
cities a median cost of rougVrly 
$275 per pupil-year, against about 
$230 a year for the smaller cities. 

There is also a marked differer-aoe 
in annual pupil cost in the various 
regions, the Northeast being pone- 
rally highest with an average an- 
nual cost of $264 per pupil, compmir- 
ed to $242 for the West, $237 or 
the North-central States, and $X_ GO 
for the South. 

The government study does n ot 
publish total enrollment for oacli 
city, but merely average daily el nd 
yearly costs per pupil, based on t-tie 
reported average daily attendan ce, |

POSTMEN URGED TO USE 
PSYCHOLOGY ON DOGS 


Ed. Note — Arthur Edson, writing 
in a Jacksonville, Fla., newspaper 
under a Washington February 14 
date line, has the following to say 
about the new approach to the 
postman -dog problem. In a town 
like Winchester this would he of 
interest.) 

“All over the nation today post- 
men are using psychology on dogs. 

“They are not petting dogs, nor 
are they running from them. And 
when a dog stands snarling be- 
tween them and the mail box, they 
wait patiently for the beast to ap- 
proach and sniff them. 

“They are doing all this, that is, 
if they’re following official sugges- 
tions. 

“For Post Office Department offi- 
cials figure a majority of their car- 
riers have been dog-bitten at least 
once. So they have consulted ‘ex- 
perts trained in the actions, psy- 
chology and temperament of dogs’ 
to see what can he done about it. 

“Edward Landry, Post Office 
safety director, said results of this 
study were sent to regional direc- 
tors to pass on to carriers in what- 
ever form they chose. Victor H. An- 
derson, safety director of Kansas 
City, Kan., summed them up neat- 
ly for carriers on a single typewrit- 
ten page, a copy of which has been 
sent to us by a McAlester, Ok la., 
dog hater. 

“Anderson headed the page with 
a drawing of a bulldog taking a 
bead on a carrier, who fortunately 
is wearing armor and is armed 
with a mace. ‘Dog days are every 
day for postal carriers/ the cap- 
tion says. 

i “First, about dogs in general. 
The experts say dogs smell and 
hear excellently, but their eyesight 
is terrible. So when a postman, tot- 
ing his pouch, conies blurred and 
indistinct into the dog’s vision, it’s 
no wonder he’s suspicious. 

“Under the circumstances, the 
experts say, the best thing to do is 
to make friends with him, and 
here’s the way it should be done: 

1. ‘Do not pet dogs, Many dogs 
resent such familiarity.’ 

2. ‘Do not make quick, sudden 
movements. A dog may bite in ner- , 
vousness or fear.’ 

3. ‘Do not strike at a dog, since 
he then thinks it’s okay to strike 
back.’ 

4. ‘Do not run from dogs!’ 

5; ‘H* a dog stops you in your! 
path by snarling at you, stand still 
and give him time to smell you. 
Talk to him and continue talking 
to him as you walk straight ahead 
toward your destination.’ 

. 6* ‘Show respect for a dog, who 
is only doing his duty, and nine 
times out of ten he will, in turn re- 
spect you.’ 

“But just when a postman might 
feel he s prepared for anything in- 
cluding lion taming, the letdown 
comes. 

‘It is true/ Anderson concedes, 
that a few dogs are actually just 
plain ornery and will not easily 
make friends with carriers. 

“What happens to the poor post- 
man who tried to walk and talk 
ms way past this animal, Anderson 
doesn’t say. But he might well have 
repeated his opening sentence. 

‘The experience of postal car- 1 
ners with dogs belonging to pa- 
trons on thoir routes,’ he said, ‘has 
not been a pleasant one.’

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EDITORIALS 


We met Harry Gilson, superintendent of schools, last Friday, the 
day of the snowstorm, and were interested to learn that he had at least 
one person talk to him about ringing “no school” whistles on such a day. 
We have often encountered old timers* who scoff at the present “no 
school” policy, and so we are pleased to pass along the school authorities' 
thinking in this respect. According to Mr. Gilson, he and the School 
Committee do not think the youngsters will be harmed by braving a 
snowstorm, but they do feel that the traflie hazard to children walking 
in the street on their way to school is greatly increased by the poor 
visibility, both for motorists and pedestrians, caused by the driving 
snow. We do not plow sidewalks any more and everybody pretty much 
has to walk in the street during a heavy storm. The school authorities 
feel there is sufficient added hazard involved in so doing to make them 
unwilling to subject the kiddies to it ! 


Elsewhere in this issue appears the report of the Fluoridation Com- 
mittee, appointed at the last March meeting to consider the advisability 
of fluoridating the town’s supply of drinking water as a means of com- 
batting the decay of children's teeth. The late appointment of the 
committee did not give its members sufficient time to get their report 
into the Town Report, and consequently they have sent copies of their 
findings to all town meeting members and to the Star. The Star is 
printing a part of the report for the benefit of those who are not town 
meeting members, yet may be vitally interested in the fluoridation prob- 
lem. The committee recommends fl uori elation, as most of those who 
have followed its deliberations thought that it would, and it makes out a 
strong case for its position. Its opinion and recommendation is not 
unanimous, and it is significant that the dissenter is the member of the 
Town Water Board who served upon the committee. On the other hand 
the committee member from the Board of Health, a practicing physician, 
went along with his favoring colleagues. The Star, while admitting the 
strong case made out for fluoridation by* the majority of the committee, 
goes along with the thinking of the Water Board member, at least at 
this time. We heartily concur with the reported unanimous opinion of 
the Water Board that fluoridation should not be adopted by Winchester 
until the entire town has the opportunity to express it preference 
at the polls. 


The Star received recently from one of its readers a clipping from 
a Boston paper telling of a study being conducted by the Boston Metro- 
politan Chapter of Red Cross and the Roston Chamber of Commerce 
seeking ways of making possible a fair, just, united once-a-year cam- 
paign for charitable organizations in Greater Boston. Ray A. Ely, 
general manager of the 1955 Greater Roston Red Cross Campaign, is 
quoted as expressing pleasure at being able to say that the Metropolitan 
Chapter is truly interested in such a tnovement. There will he many 
more who are pleased, including all who thought that the Community 
Fund campaigns were going to make it possible for them to be solicited 
once a year for a contribution to charitable organizations and this 
yearly contribution would end appeals to them. Such has definitely 
not been the case. As a matter of fact one could wonder what the 
Community Fund does actually cover, so many and so diverse are the 
other appeals received. It is getting so there is almost a drive a week 
from September through May, and not only are many getting tired of 
the seemingly endless solicitation, but they are rapidly approaching a 
point where they can not contribute further. Not long ago we read an 
rrticle by one who has been prominently identified with many fund- 
raising campaigns expressing concern over the ever-increasing appeals 
to people for money for this and that. He feared something like a 
contributors* strike, and voiced the hope that just such an arrangement 
can be made as that on which the Red C'ross and Boston Chamber are 
w orking. In Winchester there are many who will share his hope. 


So many have asked us about the Titilah plan for moving Win- 
chester Station north of the center to land between the main line of 
the B. & M. and the Woburn bmp track** as a means of relieving the 
congestion of parking in the vicinity of the station's present location 
that we checked with the author of this plan this week. At the time 
when Mr. Titilah made his plan public through a letter in the Star he 
sent copies of his proposal to the State Department of Public Works 
and to the Boston & Maine Railroad. He also discussed his plan with 
both the Board of Selectmen and Planning Hoard. He has heard nothing 
rfficial from either of the town authorities, nor from the railroad, but 
he has heard from the Department of Public Works, through Commis- 
sioner John Volpe. Mr. Volpe feels that the plan would cost well over 
a million dollars and for this reason and others, such as the nature of 
the soil, the danger of flooding, inaccessibility, potential traffic hazard 
and expense to the railroad, is opposed to it as the most costly solution 
of the parking problem yet evolved. Cost figures purporting to come 
from railroad engineers estimate the co^t of the Titilah plan at some 
8400,000. There is of course quite a difference between this and the 
more than a million dollars estimated by .Mr. Volpe, and there are other 
questions which come to mind. If the danger of flooding in the proposed 
area is so acute, what is going to happen to the diversionary highway 
that is going through the same area not too far from the proposed new 
station site, and supposedly at a lower level? Also if the area is unfit 
for the erection of a relatively light-weight building and parking lot. 
how does it stack up as the site for proposed business or industrial build- 
ings. There will have to he ramps leading f<> und from the station wher- 
ever it is erected, and it is hard to see why any especial traffic hazard 
would result from placing the station there that will not apply doubly 
both at Main and Blind Bridge streets at one end of the diversionary 
highway and Washington and Ml. Vernon streets at the other. A lot of 
people have fancied the Titilah plan. They are sure to want to know 
about it when the parking problem comes up for discussion at coming 
town meeting sessions.

Astronomers listening to unseen 
stars can hear faint radio signals 
even from “empty” space. 

They actually pick up, at one 
certain frequency on giant radio 
telescopes, a high-pitched hum 
from hydrogen atoms thinly scat- 
tered in the interstellar void. In 
that “single significant note,” phy- 
icists now find a new measuring 
rod to map the universe. 

Radio astronomy, barely two de- 
cades old, already is probing new 
regions in the heavans, the Na- 
tional Geographic Society says. It 
pierces dark clouds in the Milky 
Way and hears galaxies colliding. 
It records what optical telescopes 
can never see, through a raaio- 
wave window in the earth’s asmos- 
phere. 

Noice from Space 

In December, 1931, a Bell Tele- 
phone Laboratories engineer, Karl 
G. Jansky, first discovered myster- 
ious background hissing in his radio 
set while tracking down atmospher- 
ic static. He showed conclusively 
that the noise was coming from 
outer space. 

Little attention was paid, for 
equipment was inadequate to show 
much about the signals. Then 
World War II accelerated develop- 
ment of radio and radar equipment. 
With big new dish-shaped anten- 
nae, astronomers began sweeping 
the skies. Not only did they find 
hissing from the heavens as a 
whole, hut louder noises from cer- 
tain spots. 

These are the “radio stars.” They 
broadcast energy, similar to light 
hut at a longer wave length. Of the 
several hundred known today, few 
can be identified with visible ob- 
jects in the heavens. 

An expanding shell of dust and 
gas called the Crab Nebula, rem- 
nant of a giant star explosion seen 
by Chinese astronomers in 1054, 
seems to hold one strong radio 
source. Others lie in the constella- 
tions Cassiopeia, Sagittarius, and 
Cygnus — the Swan. Two have 
been identified as turbulent gas 
•louds in the Milky Way. Still an- 
chor, according to i)r. Walter 
Baade and Dr. Rudolph Minkowski 
»f Palomar Observatory, represents 
i vast collision between two entire 
galaxies. 

150- Mile Mirror 

Because radio waves have far 
greater length than light, radi 
telescopes must have far wider 
“mirrors.” Even then they are less 
accurate than optical telescopes. 
To match the focusing power of a 
one-inch conventional telescope, a 
radio antenna 150 miles across 
would he required for some wave 
lengths. 

At Jodrell Bank near Manchester, 
England, a mammoth metal-mesh 
saucer 250 feet in diameter nears 
completion. Unlike a 220-foot pre- 
decessor, this great antenna can ho 
turned, tilted, and aimed at parti- 
cular radio stars. Another like it 
is being built in Australia.

coho off the moon that would re- 
turn to earth not as a faint pip, but 
a roar. It might be possible to 
send a signal to Mars or Venus, or 
track a rocket as far away as the 
moon.

More 
aluminum went into her construc- 
tion than into any other single 
structure on land or sea, says the 
National Geographic Society.

At the town meeting of Mnrch 
22, 1954, it was voted thnt a com- 
mittee he appointed to study the 
advisability of fluoridating the 
Town Water Supply. In accordance 
with this vote, a committee was 
appointed on October 13 including 
Dr. Benson from the Board of 
Health, Mr. Freeman from the 
Water and Sewer Board, Mr. Hall 
from the Finance Committee and 
four members appointed by the 
Moderator. 

The Committee was appointed to 
“study the advisability of fluori- 
dation of the town water supply and 
report to the town.” This is the 
Committee's Report. 

First, let us define “fluoridation.” 
Whenever the word “fluoridation” 
is used in this report it is meant 
to stand for the addition of a 
fluoride, such as sodium fluoride, 
under the supervision of the Mass- 
achusetts Department of Public 
Health to the public water supply 
to bring the concentration of fluor- 
ides up to one part per million. 

Your Committee has divided its 
study into three sections: 

1. Is fluoridation effective and 
safe ? 

2. If fluoridation is effective 
and safe does Winchester re- 
quire it? 

3. Is fluoridation legal and eth- 
ical ? 

To answer the first two sections 
requires medical experience, know- 
ledge and research which, obvious- 
ly, most of your Committee does 
not have. Our recommendations 
must, therefore, be based on the 
consensus of recognized medical 
authorities. To this end we took 
the following steps: 

a. Polled all Doctors and Dentists 
resident in Winchester asking 
their advice on fluoridating the 
town’s water supply. 

b. Conducted an open hearing 
which was publicized in the 
Winchester Star by a Notice 
and an Editorial and by No- 
tices mailed to all Town 
Meeting Members. 

c. Consulted Town and State 
Public Health Authorities. 

d. Consulted Dr. Shaw of Har- 
vard Medical School, the 
authority who has been ap- 
pointed by the American As- 
sociation for the Advancement 
of Science to compile all avail- 
able facts on fluoridation for 
review by the country’s lead- 
ing scientists. 

e. Compiled and studied a large 
volume of the available liter- 
ature and reports of Medical 
Associations and Research 
Groups and Medical Univer- 
sities on the subject of Fluori- 
dation. 

The following is a summary of 
the salient points bearing on the 
first two sections and your Com 
mittee’s conclusions: 

1. Is fluoridation effective and 
safe? 

People in sections of the world 
where the water supply contains 
over 1 part per million of fluorides 
have less tooth decay than other 
people. 

In answer to a question concern- 
ing the length of time the benefits 
from fluoridation last, Dr. Shaw, at 
the open hearing, stated that the 
protective influence of fluoridation 
goes on into adult life with 40% 
to 00% less tooth decay than in 
adults who grew up in fluoride de- 
ficient areas. 

Controlled tests lasting for years 
have been made in the following 
combinations of cities where the 
water of one city was fluoridated 
up to 1 part per million, and the 
water of the other city stayed at a 
normal level of less than 1 part per 
million of fluorides:

In each test the rate of tooth 
decay among people who had fluori- 
dated water while they were chil- 
dren was less than the rate among 
those whose water supply was not 
fluoridated. 

A poll of all Medical and Dental 
Colleges and Universities in the 
United States and Canada was con- 
ducted by a committee appointed 
by the Canadian Government in 
1954. 69 recommended fluoridation. 
6 had no opinion. None opposed 
fluoridation. 

In the poll of Winchester doctors 
and dentists 47 were in favor of 
immediate fluoridation; 6 recom- 
mended waiting; 2 were opposed, 
39 did not reply to the question- 
naire. 

All doctors and dentists at the 
Committee’s open hearing were in 
favor of immediate fluoridation. 

In the Appendix is a list of the 
scientific and medical organizations 
that have gone on record as favor- 
ing fluoridation. The Committee 
could find no scientific organization 
that opposes fluoridation. 

For these and other reasons the 
Committee concludes from the 
overwhelming weight of scientific 
evidence in its favor that fluorida- 
tion is both effective and safe. 

2. If fluoridation is effective and 
safe, does Winchester require 
it? 

The public water supply of Win- 
chester contains one tenth p.p.m. 
of fluorides. There is no other way 
to supply fluorides to our water 
supply except to add it in the same

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way and with the same type of con- 
trol now used in adding chlorine. 

The dentists nt the open hearing 
expressed the opinion thnt tooth de- 
cay was a serious problem for the 
children of this town. 

The Committee could find no evi- 
dence of satisfactory substitution 
for fluoridation. 

For those reasons and others the 
Committee concludes thnt Win- 
chester requires fluoridation. 

The third section of our inquiry 
has both legal and moral factors: 

3. Is fluoridation legal and eth- 
ical ? 

Fluoridation is legal. The Su- 
preme Court of the United States 
has ruled its enactment does not 
violate any right guaranteed to 
United States citizens by the Con- 
stitution. 

The problem of whether or not 
to impose an unwanted type of ac- 
tion, because of religious, philoso- 
phical or any other reasons, on a 
minority group when the majority 
feels it to be for the public good has 
always confronted a democracy, in 
many of its actions. In a sense this 
problem had to he faced in the 
chlorination of public water sup- 
plies ... in the pasteurization of 
milk . . .in the required innova- 
tion against small pox ... in the 
right of eminent domain that takes 
a man’s house or property for the 
common good. 

The preponderance of weight of 
scientific evidence that fluoridation 
is an act in the best interest of the 
commonweal is so great that the 
Committee concludes that fluorida- 
tion is both legal and ethical. 

For the above reasons and others

As of now, however, I am not 
sufficiently convinced by the evi- 
dence to want fluoridation for my 
own family or myself — or to feel 
justified in forcing fluoridation up- 
on those in town who are sincerely 
doubtful about its advisability.

ZONING HEARING 


It took two meetings, Tuesday 
and Wednesday evening, to con- 
clude the Planning Board hearings 
on proposed changes in the town’s 
zoning map. Harrison Lyman pre- 
sided in the absence of Chairman 
Ralph Bonnell and about 75 were 
present Tuesday evening. Not more 
than 35 attended Wednesday’s ses- 
sion, which ended at 11:44. 

Opposition was still expressed to 
re-zoning Rangely for business to 

S rovide additional parking, but the 
angely group had no objection to 
the use of land now zoned for busi- 
ness adjacent to Rangely at the 
rear of stores on Church street, 
though there was definite opposi- 
tion to the inclusion of an access 
driveway from Church street to this 
business-zoned land. 

No opposition was voiced to the 
proposal to zone for business that 
town-owned land at the rear of the 
fire and police stations, extending 
from the land in that area now zon- 
ed for business to the new diver- 
sionary highway through the Skil- 
lings estate. 

An attempt was made to effect a 
compromise with respect to the 
controversial land at tin* foot of 
Nathaniel and Tufts road. Residents 
of the area wish to zone all land 
between the westerly ends of those 
streets to the railroad tracks for 
general residence. The Planning 
Board wishes to leave a buffer of 
general residence land adjacent to 
the extremities of the roads in 
question, but to place three hun- 
dred feet of land from the tracks 
easterly in the industrial zone. Fi- 
nal decision in this matter is still 
to be made by the Planning Board. 

Opposition was voiced to placing 
in a business zone all land not now 
occupied by business lying on Swan- 
ton street from the railroad tracks 
to the river.

MYSTIC SCHOOL 
ARITHMETIC DEMONSTRATION

Miss Lydia J. Whittemore, Grade 4; 
Miss Margaret A. Millican, Grade 5; 
and Miss Gladys L. Wood, Grade 6. 
Each teacher, with a representative 
group of children from her grade, 
showed the techniques and charts 
and manipulative devices used for 
a meaningful approach to the study 
of numbers with special emphasis 
on subtraction. This demonstration 
was similar in purpose to the Read- 
ing Demonstration that the Mystic 
School staff presented last year. It 
was designed to acquaint parents 
with the present methods used in 
teaching arithmetic in the elemen- 
tary school and to bring parents 
greater understanding of the mate- 
rial their children are being taught.

SELECTMEN ORGANIZE 


MICHAEL H. HINTLIAN 


Michael H. llintlian of 115 
Church street, prominent confec- 
tioner, died Saturday, March 12, 
at the Deaconess Hospital in Bos- 
ton, following a two-weeks illness, 
at the age of 62. He had been ac- 
tively engaged in business up to 
the time he entered the hospital for 
a check-up. 

Born in Harpoot, Armenia, Mr. 
Hintlian was the son of Hagop, and 
Mary (Shaghalian) Hintlian. He 
came to this country as a boy and 
settled in Bpston, attending school 
in that city. 

As a vouth he went to work for 
his unde, Sarkis G. Shaghalian, 
proprietor of a small confectionery 
business, and when Mr. Shaghalian 
died in 1914, Mr. Hintlian took 
over the business. Through his in- 
dustry and management the busi- 
ness, Shaghalian, Inc., confection- 
ery manufacturers, prospered and 
grew to a nationally-known con- 
cern. 

In 1923 Mr. Hintlian formed the! 
John W. Leavitt Co., peanut prod- 
ucts firm, at 195-197 State street, 
of which he was treasurer. He was 
also treasurer of Shaghalian, Inc., 
and was really the controlling own- 
er of both firms. He was a charter 
member of the Confectioners Asso- 
ciation, a member of St. Mary’s 
Holy Name Society and a member 
and part owner of the Rockport 
Golf Club. 

Mr. Hintlian married Margaret 
Terry of Somerville July 19, 1920, 
and the next year they came to 
Winchester, living first at 17 Chest- 
nut street, and since 1932 at their 
Church street address. 

Mrs. Hintlian survives, with a 
son, James T., and a daughter, Ade- 
line, both of Winchester; two broth- 
ers, Coren and Harold Hintlian, 
both of Belmont; a sister, Mrs. 
George Aslanian of Arlington; and 
three grandchildren, Michael, Mat- 
thew and Mark Hintlian. 

The funeral was held Tuesday 
morning from the late residence 
with solemn requiem high mass 
celebrated at St. Mary’s Church. 
Rev. Joseph P. McCall was cele- 
brant, Rev. Charles E. Anadore, 
deacon, and Rev. Martin J. Dolphin, 
subdeacon.

On March 16, 1955, John Rich- 
ardson of 58 Nelson street severed 
his connection with the town high- 
way department to enjoy a. well- 
merited retirement. Jack, as he is 
familiarly called by his legion of 
friends, has been a member of the 
highway crew for 47 years, which 
span of employment is considered 
something of a record by those who 
keep track of such records. I n ad- 
dition to his service on the highway 
job, Jack served as a call fireman 
for 28 years. A book could be writ- 
ten of his experiences in the past 
history of our local fire department. 

Born March 16, 1890, on the sec- 
ond lloor of tin* made-over struc- 
ture which now houses the Winches- 
ter Drug Co. Store, Jack Richard- 
son attended Winchester Schools 
and grew up into a fine, every-day 
kind of American small-town citi- 
zen. 

At the age of 18 he joined the 
highway department, where he was 
soon promoted from laborer to 
driving one of the old-time tip 
carts. In 1924, he was assigned to 
a chauffeur's jot on <?ne of the 
town’s big, new trucks. 

He became well known to many 
of our West Side residents as a 
driver of the snow plow in their 
section. During ten of the years 
of this service he guided the old 
5- ton tractor night and day, 
through the severe storms of those 
times. 

He saw street superintendents 
come and go during the years, serv- 
ing under Spates, Hinds, T. Parker 
Clarke, George Davidson ( for a 
short period), Parker Holbrook, 
and Jim Wakefield. 

In his reminiscences Jack likes 
best to regale his listeners with 
the exploits of the fire fighters as 
he served with them under Chiefs 
DeCourcey, Gorman and Callahan. 

He was a member of the crew on 
the combination as it raced to the 
help of Woburn, the Winchester 
department doing valuable work 
at such fires as the Baptist Church 
conflagration, McGrath's big- store, 
the tanneries and patent leather 
factories. 

Jack has fond memories of old 
Mary Ann, our best-known piece 
of apparatus of the old horse- 
drawn days of fire fighting. He re- 
calls the historic fire which burned 
out a large section of the city of 
Salem and the excitement as he and 
the other Winchester boys went 
tearing down to Salem on Com- 
bination A, following the old re- 
liable Mary Ann, which was hitched 
to one of Kelley and Hawes’ newly- 
motorized furniture trucks. 

Those were important days in our 
town’s development and Jack Rich- 
ardson was a part of them. The 
| Selectmen took proper notice of 
1 this fine service as the following 
letter testifies:

PRACTICE TEACHERS TRAIN 
IN WINCHESTER SCHOOLS 


| The Winchester School Depart- 
ment is sharing in the work of pro- 
viding practice teaching experience 
| for education students at nearby 
i colleges and universities. During 
the present school year, 33 students 
from 7 teacher training institutions 
are receiving actual experience in 
classroom teaching in a Winchester 
elementary or secondary school. 

The problem of how best to pre- 
pare young people for successful 
teaching careers has been the sub- 
ject of considerable research dur- 
ing recent years. Authorities in 
the field believe that the best pro- 
gram is one that combines formal 
instruction with practical expe- 
ience in the classroom. Boston 
colleges and universities, therefore, 
have sought the cooperation of se- 
lected schools in the metropolitan 
area. 

For several years Winchester 
has assisted in this program by ac- 
cepting a group of education stu- 
dents for practice teaching with 
experienced teachers in its schools. 
The student teacher is assigned to 
a class for a period ranging from 
a few weeks to an entire semester. 
At first, he spends his time observ- 
ing the work of the class. Then, 
when he has become sufficiently 
familiar with the classroom aims 
and methods, he assumes the role 
of teacher, working always under 
the supervision of the regular in- 
structor. 

It is the sentiment of the School 
Department that Winchester can 
and should contribute to the pro- 
gram of teacher teaching. The ex- 
perience of working with capable, 
ldgh type teachers cannot help hut 
increase the efficiency of the bc- 
gining teacher. The program also 
provides an opportunity of observ- 
ing these young people in action 
and it is a valuable means of re- 
cruiting able new teachers.

MOVE SLOWLY 
ON FLUORIDATION 


Editor of the Star: 

I am greatly interested in the 
Fluoridation Committee Report 
printed in last weeks Star. This 
report is entirely in favor of fluori- 
dation. After reading in other pub- 
lications of tests made by various 
chemists, government health serv- 
ices, and experimental stations, it 


itely established that fluorine in 
drinking water was the cause of 
mottled tooth enamel, many com- 
munities set about finding ways and 
means of removing the fluorine 
from their water supplies in order 
to protect the teeth of their chil- 
ren from mottling. 

Mottled teeth are also said to be 
structurally weak and the defect 
is irreparable and permanent. 

I have also rend that there are 
more defective and false teeth 
among the adults in areas having 
naturally fluoridated drinking 
water than there is among adults 
living in sections where the water 
supply contains no fluorides. This 
is attributed to the fluorine making 
the teeth harder but also more 
brittle, thus destroying the quality 
of toughness, which enuses the 
teeth to break ofT and wear out 
much more quickly. 

If fluorine has this efTect on the 
teeth, what might it do to the rest 
of the body? Does anyone know? 
It might be well if the committee 
would set forth, as a result of their 
general study of the problem, the 
arguments against fluoridation and 
their reasons for ruling them out. 

Since the subject is extremely 
controversial, there being much 
literature both for and against 
water fluoridation, it appears to me 
that one should move slowly and 
cautiously in considering its use in 
any community until there is more 
definite knowledge of its effects.

DO NOT REPRESENT YOU!

Editor of the Star: 

In a town so richly endowed with 
legal help and much alert thinking 
(?), it is strange that Winchester 


I has been content so long with the 
Limited Town Meeting idea now in 
force. This set-un took away the 
real vote of the ordinary townsman, 
from the very start. Were we 
promised Representative Voting 
we never got? If you are not an 
elected Town Meeting Member, you 
]cnn not vote on most town policies 
or town expenditures. If you are 
liked, your neighbors, in your Pre- 
cinct, may elect you to be a Town 
Meeting Member. On the other 
hand, you may never be elected 
and thus you may never be able to 
vote for any vital matter. Perhaps 
your dearest neighbors are mem- 
bers. Do you wish to gain at their 
expense? Some of us have had 
that problem. 

Town Meeting Members do not 
represent you. That is the great 
wrong in this set-up. They vote 
as they wish. They can and do 
vote against the declared majority 
wish of their Precinct. Not a very 
democratic procedure! It is con- 
trary to the original concept of 
the New England Town Meeting 
idea. 

Some Precincts hold meetings 
prior to Town Meeting and you can 
attend and you can state your con- 
victions on the items in the War- 
rant. You can not do anything 
else. You can not force your Pre- 
cinct Member to vote your way, 
even if your vote helped to elect 
him to office. By the time he wants 
your vote again, it will be too late. 
Year after year we see the town 
run by a very small percentage of 
the total number of voters. 

Our right to vote should not be 
based upon our popularity or upon 
the goodwill of our neighbors. Our 
remarks at Town Meeting should 
not be subject to the kind permis- 
sion of the moderator. Every 
(pi a lifted voter should have his turn 
to serve and his turn to be heard 
If a citizen is a moron, he should

This is no doubt true but in other 
literature which I have seen it is 
brought out that natives of these 
sections have mottled and ugly

WINCHESTER B CHAMPS AGAIN 


BEATS MAT! ON ON 
48-39 


AT END, 


For the third time in four years 
of competition, Winchester High’s 
talented Indians won the Massachu- 
setts State Interscholastic Class B 
Basketball Crown last Saturday 
night at the Boston Garden, beat- 
ing their capable final round oppo- 
nent, Matignon Parochial High 
School of Cambridge, 48-39, in a 
game that left supporters of both 
teams limp with excitement. 

The game started at 7:30 after 
an official announcement on Friday 
night had placed the time an hour 
earlier to enable Winchester parti- 
zans to see both the bashetball and 
hockey championship games, the 
latter being played across town at 
the Arena. 

Matignon refused to play at 6:30, 
giving as its reason the fact that 
some of its players were taking 
college board examinations on last 
Saturday. Winchester had five 
players taking the exams, but was 
willing to play at 6:3 0, and Mati- 
gnon’s refusal meant the basket- 
ball fans could see only the last 
part of the hockey thriller. 

Winchester looked like a poten- 
tially better team than, the Catholic 
high boys, but Matignon is tough 
defensively, and the Indians were 
just enough below their shooting 
par to beep their followers on 
tenterhooks until the very last few 
minutes of play. 

Matignon played a tigrht man-to- 
man defense with a sag that vir- 
tually nullified Winchester’s effec- 
tive quick breakaway plays most of 
the time. 

Winchester scored first on two 
free throws by Stevens, but it was 
several minutes afterward before 
Captain Jim Wright tossed in the 
first floor goal. The Indians were 
behind at the quarter, 9-10, but a 
nice jumper by Bellino, erased the 
deficit and put the locals ahead to 
stay until the final period. 

Winchester had a seven point 22- 
15 edge at half time, and though at 
one time during the third period 
the Indians had an 11 point cushion, 
Matignon, with Allen and Fitz- 
gerald hitting from outside, and a 
plethora of foul tries, whittled this 
advantage to six points at the 
three-quarter mark, Winchester 
leading then, 32-26. 

Within a minute and a half the 
Cantabridgians had tied the score, 
foul shots by Canavan and Fitz- 
gerald, followed by a layup by Mc- 
Carthy evening the count and giv- 
ing Matignon rooters "the smell of 
victory. 

For a tense minute or so the 
teams battled on even terms with 
the fans on the edges of their seats. 
Then Charlie Stevens sank two free 
throws for a 34-32 advantage and 
darlin' Joey Bellino hit on a jump- 
shot from 15 feet out to really get 
Winchester going. 

Bellino again found the hoop 
with a one-hand jump shot for a 
38-32 advantage and the Winches- 
ter sigh of relief was clearly au- 
dible. Fitzgerald hit from outside 
to keep Matignon in contention, but 
at this point the defensive sag back- 
fired as Lou Farrell broke away for 
a pretty layup to make it 40-34. 

Dave Allen, Matignon's star, 
drove in for a layup to cut the local 
lead to four, but Farrell passed 
beautifully to Lynch under the hoop 
after driving in, and Bellino fed 
long John immediately afterward 
on a similar play. 

With the Indians ahead, 44-36, 
and only a short time remaining 


hanging onto the ball and making 
the opposition come to them. Fouls 
were the result and Stevens sank 
two to boost the Indians count, with 
Farrell adding another. 

Cana van sank a free throw to 
make the score 47-39, after which 
Winchester effectively froze the 
bull for more than a minute. Just 
before the gun, Wright drove in | 
and was fouled, making one of his 
fouls good for a 48-39 count, the 
final score. 

As the gun barked a barrage of 
paper fell from the Winchester 
stands which immediately emptied 
as wildly excited local rooters mob- 
bed their team at midcourt, the 
cheer-leaders and tumblers joining 
in, as drums thumped and horns 
tootled. Staid, substantial citizens 
like ex-mayor Fitzgerald gave out 
with loud huzzahs as the players 
and fans hoisted Coach Jim Phil- 
lips and Captain Wright to their 
shoulders for a victory parade. 

Three Winchester boys, Captain 
Wright, Stevens and Lynch, reach- 
ed double figures in scoring as the 
Indians made good on 16 out of 
50 shots, well below their scoring 
average. Matignon sank 10 of 39 
from the floor and 19 out of 32 free 
throws. Winchester got 16 of 21 
foul tries. 

Winchester’s 12 wins in 13 games 
while making the Class B final for 
four straight years, set an all-time 
tournament record, including Class 
A. Despite the fact the Indians 
were out-rebounded, Lynch had 14 
off the boards, and Farrell had five 
assists in the second half.

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WINCHESTER TOPPED HYDE PARK 

3-2 TOURNEY WIN SENT 
INDIANS TO FINAL 

Winchester’s surprising Indians 
continued on the upset trail Thurs- 
day night by topping previously un- 
defeated Boston District champion 
Hyde Park, a highly regarded and 
experience club, 3-2, in the semi- 
final round of the State Interschol- 
astic Hockey Championships at the 
Boston Arena. 

A near capacity crowd witnessed 
the thrilling struggle and in the 
other game saw Belmont, Winches- 
ter’s final-round opponent, beat 
Walpole with a brilliant all around 
performance, 4-1. 

Winchester continued its great 
early-game hockey by scoring three 
goals in the first two minutes of 
play and then hanging on to a bitter 
end that left local rooters limp 
with excitement and apprehension. 

The Indians looked very tired at 
the end and with heavy Hyde Park 
pressure keeping the puck in front 
of the Winchester net until the very 
final minutes of play, there wasn’t 
a long breath in the Winchester 
stands. 

llyde Park had some tough luck 
in the loss of their regular goaler, 
Henry Scott, who was detained by 
illness in his family and didn’t get 
onto the ice until well along in the 
first period. He blanked the In- 
dians over the remainder of the 
game, but whether he could have 
stopped the goals scored before his 
arrival can only be argued. The 
local boys were playing mostly de- 
fensive hockey after jumping to 
their early three-goal lead. 

Little time elapsed after the 
opening faceoff before Wnchester 
had the puck in front of the Hyde 
Park net, and at the 21 -second mark 
little Richie Johnson, busy center- 
ice man. took a pass from right 
winger, Leo Callahan, to slap home 
a back hander from less than ten 
feet out. 

At 1:14 of the opener Captain 
Wnyne Cowles and Leo Callahan 
teamed for a pretty goal, with 
Cowles coming down the left side 
to rifle a long pass across the ice 
to Callahan. Sophomore I^eo re- 
turned the compliment and Cowles, 
leading schoolboy scorer of tlie 
State, quickly gave the returning 
puck a home in the Hyde Park net, 
beating substitute goaler Bellanti 
with a drive from outside the 
crease. 

After the ensuing faceoff, nine 
seconds after to be exact, the In- 
dians worked the puck inside again 
and the slick st ick -handling John- 
son gunned a pass from the left to 
Callahan, who had no trouble slap- 
ping it into a virtually unguarded 
net. 

Hyde Park began to settle down 
and half way through the first 
period Dave Blasenak took a long 
pass from Paul Walsh to rifle a 15 
footer past George Denton.

TOWN MEETING OPENED 

SIX OF 67 ARTICLES 
COMPLETED 

A total of 188 out of 227 precinct 
members braved the snow storm to 
attend the opening session of the 
annual March Town Meeting Mon- 
day evening at the town hall. Mod- 
erator Philip P. Wadsworth pre- 
sided and swore in those newly 
elected town officials not previously 
sworn by the town clerk. 

William C. Cusack, who is serv- 
ing as chairman of the Board of Se- 
lectmen, from now until Labor Day, 
spoke of the unprecedented achieve- 
ment of the high school hockey and 
basketball teams in winning two 
State championships on the same 
evening, feeling it was in order for 
the town to take cognizance of the 
feat and express congratulations. 
Enthusiastic applause greeted his 
remarks. 

The opening articles, providing 
for the payment of the town debt 
and giving the Town Treasurer 
permission with the consent of the 
Selectmen to borrow money in an- 
ticipation of revenue from taxes 
were summarily dispatched. 

Considerable time was consumed 
under Article 5 by the Personnel 
Board’s explanation, made by Mr. 
Crockett, of the Board’s arrival at 
standard rates of pay for town 
employees of practically all classi- 
fications. Mr. Crockett said that 
generally the increases made were 
due to adding the 12 percent cost 
of living adjustment to the pro- 
posed base pay, (1), to end an ex- 
pediency now that a period of more 
stability has been reached, (2), to 
put the town’s base pay rates in 
more direct comparison with those 
of comparable towns and, (3), to 
pay overtime in Winchester on the 
same basis as that used in other 
towns. 

Mr. Crockett reiterated his oft- 
repeated statement that his Board 
is attempting to evaluate jobs not 
individuals, and has tried to set up 
a schedule for all employees that 
will be fair both to those hired in 
the light of going rates elsewhere 
and to the town. 

He made certain explanations to 
illustrate his Board’s thinking, and 
the Moderator read the long sched 


FITTS NAMED HEAD 
OF ENGLISH DEPARTMENT 

At a meeting of the school com- 
mittee this week, Mr. Henry K. 
Fitts was named head of the Eng- 
lish department at the Winchester 
High School to succeed the late 
Robert M. Keeney.

LEADS AMHERST HOOP TEAM 

News that Douglas W. Hawkins, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. F. D. Hawkins 
of 242 Highland avenue, had been 
elected captain of the 1956 Am- 
herst College basketball team was 
enthusiastically received by the 
many Winchester admirers of the 
6T>" center, who sparked the Win- 
chester State and N. E. champion- 
ship team of 1952 and led this 
year’s Amherst team to an out- 
standing 16-6 record with his spirit 
and aggressive play.

■January 1, 19557 

Here are some of the important 
i changes brought about by the new 
law: 

Bigger payments which began 
l with the September cheek. 

Higher benefits because the new 
law makes several changes in the 
way the amounts are figured. 

If a person has been totally dis- 
abled for six months or more, or 
if he becomes totally disabled in the 
future, the period of disability will 


not he counted in averaging his 
earnings: 

As of January 1, 1055, persons 
age 72 and older receiving social 
security payments may earn any 
amount from v, ages of self employ 
mont, regardless of the nature of 
the work, and still keep their 
checks. 

As of January 1, 1955, benefici- 
aries between the ages of 65 and 72 
may work and earn as much as $1,- 
200 in wages and from self-employ- 
ment. This includes earnings from 
work performed on any type of job 
whether it is covered by the Social 
Security Act or not.

This year we are also having a 
drive to raise money for our Win- 
chester Scholarship Foundation. In 
former years, money has been rais- 
ed in the schools by various and 
sundry projects. The need for ever 
larger sums of money has made the 
raising of sufficient funds increas- 
ingly difficult. Soliciting contribu- 
tions has two distinct advantages. 
All money contributed goes directly 
towards scholarships, not even par- 
tially to any project. Also, all 
people in Winchester who desire to 
help our young people, will share in 
building up the funds of the Schol- 
arship Foundation. It has been stat- 
ed that one of our most flagrant 
wastes in America is mental abil- 
ity. Free as we are, we let our 
children stop their education and 
earn their living doing work below 
their mental capabilities.

It is still our privilege as Amer- 
icans to contribute as much as we 
want to the charities which are 
dearest to our hearts.

MR. BARKER REPLIES 


Editor of the Star: 

The charge made in the letter to 
the Star of March 18, that the 
Fluoridation Committee had only 
oresented the favorable aspects of 
fluoridation is understandable in 
view of the fact that the entire 
report of the committee was not 
published. Appendix I of the re- 
port was a long list of scientific 
societies in favor of fluoridation 
and also a list of schools of Public 
Health whose department heads 
were in favor. 

Appendix II of the report was a 
long reprint of an article by Dr. 
James H. Shaw of Harvard School 
of Dental Medicine. Would the 
Star be willing to print this article 
if reprint rights can be obtained? 
Since Dr. Shaw’s article answered 
all the main objections that have 
been brought against fluoridation 
(including those brought up in last 
week’s letter) the committee felt 
there was no point in repeating that 
material. 

To answer the questions brought 
up in last week’s letter as briefly 
as possible! There would be no 
ugly mottled teeth due to a concen- 
tration of fluoride of one ppm. This 
fact has been determined by ob- 
servation in areas fluoridated at 1 
ppm. It would be silly to merely 
replace ugly cavities with ugly 
mottling. The American Dental and 
Medical Societies would not advo- 
cate fluoridation if that were so. 
Nor would they recommend fluori- 
dation if it were dangerous. It 
is known to he safe since more than 
three million Americans have hud 
more than 1 ppm, substantially 
more, all their lives in naturally 
fluoridated areas. Because of the 
existence of naturally fluoridated 
areas more is known about the 
safety and effectiveness of this 
Public Health measure than was 
known about any other Public 
Health measure at the time of its 
introduction.

Mr. Morton expressed himself as 
confused over this fact, and a gal- 
lant attempt by Mr. Wakefield, town 
engineer, to enlighten him, left him 
still puzzled, though willing to 
trust the approving Selectmen and 
Finance Committee, whom he said 
“must understand it!” 

Mr. Hewis stated that this jockey- 
ing of figures from one budget to 
another was one of the strongest 

reasons for what he has always ad- 
vocated, a department of public 
works with all labor pooled to use 
wherever necessary. 

Mr. Cullen didn’t agree at all, and 
the meeting finally understood that 
if the Highway crews don’t work 
on snow and ice they have to work 
on the streets, since it is the town 
policy to keep them busy all year. 
Either way they have to be paid 
and the tax payer has to provide 
the funds to do it. 

A bit of a brush, though nothing 
of major proportions, occurred 
during the consideration of the 
nearly million dollar school budget. 
Mr. Littleton explained at some 
length some of the items that made 
the budget so large, and asked that 
the figure proposed by the Finance 
Committee be increased by $1,200 
to raise the stage at the Washing- 
ton School so that those attending 
functions there can see those ap- 
pearing on the platform. 

The Finance Committee didn’t 
feel that raising the stage is neces- 
sary at this time, and Mr. Littleton 
admitted this. He did feel how- 
ever that it would be better to do 
it now while the school budget is 
under the million dollar mark than 
to wait and have to do it after the 
budget goes above this figure. 

Mr. Rotundi bespoke his complete 
agreement, stating he had gone 
recently to attend an entertainment 
it the school in which three of his 
children were participating, and 
i \ cfls unable to see any one of them. 
Th(* meeting voted the $1,200 in- 
crease requested on a voice vote. 

Under the consideration of the 
Barks and Playgrounds budget Hie 
Finance Committee moved to amend 
the budget by taking out $6,000 in- 
cluded to continue the purchase of 
temporary bleacher seats for Man- 
chester Field, replacing those con- 
demned. 

Mr. Saltmarsh explained that un- 
do' a special article the School 
Committee is asking for an appro- 
priation to put permanent steel 
seats on the easterly side of Man- 
diester Field, and if this article is 
rejected, the Park Department 
budget will he reopened and the 
$6,000 for temporary bleachers dis- 
cussed. His amendment was ac- 
cepted. 

The hottest debate of the night 
occurred over the Civil Defense 
amendment to the budget for town 
officers expenses outside the Com- 
monwealth. Mr. Boecker explained 
that the Civil Defense asked the 
addition of $250 for its use if it be- 
came necessary to send represen- 
tatives out of state to gain infor- 
mation vital to the Civil Defense 
effort here. 

Both the Finance Committee and 
Selectmen opposed the amendment, 
stating that neither had heard of 
he proposal until it was introduced 
it town meeting and that the Civil 
Defense authorities should have in- 
cluded this amount in their own, or 
‘he budget under discussion, in the 
usual manner and not spring it on 
i town meeting. 

Mr. Boecker defended the need 
if the money, but the amendment 
vas beaten easily on a voice vote. 
Mr. Twombly doubted the vote and 
"urther discussion involved Mr. 
Twombly. who decried local apathy 
o the Civil Defense movement; 
Mrs. Woodward who told of the fine 
Toh being done for CD here and the 
necessity for the money asked in 
he amendment and Mr. Hewis, who 
•poke strongly in favor. 

The Finance Committee repeated 
ts opposition and the Selectmen, 
n voicing its continued opposition, 
"elt if the money was granted it 
should only he used with the ap- 
proval of the Board. 

Mr. Schaeffer felt the amendment 
should be beaten because of the 
procedure used and Mr. Wadsworth 
folt tlu* whole thing was some one'. 1 
pipe dream. Mr. Boecker replied 
that the pipe dream was his and 
dmitted the Civil Defense had 
, m »d in not getting the $250 into 
• l, ( » warrant in the usual fashion. 
He agreed to spend the money only 
if tlu* Selectmen approved, hut 
still felt his group should have it. 

A standing vote found the meeting 
agreed, 101 in favor to 62 opposed. 

The meeting then adjourned at 
11:25 p. m.

ANIMAL RESCUE LEAGUE 


Does your dog have his 1955 li- 
cense yet? The Animal Rescue 
League of Boston is warning dog 
owners of Massachusetts that their 
pet must be licensed before April 
1 if he is three months of age or 
older. 

Boston residents should obtain 
their 1955 dog licenses from the 
nearest police station and residents 
of all other cities and towns should 
apply to their city or town clerk. 
Dog license fees in the common- 
wealth are $2.00 for each male and 
spayed female and $5.00 for each 
unspayed female. 

President Carlton E. Buttrick of 
the Animal Rescue League of Bos- 
ton urges that the dog he licensed 
before t he deadline and that he! 
wear the license tag at all times. 


During each year the League re- 
ceives and cares for many hundreds 
of stray dogs. In too many in- 
stances the dogs received carry no 
license tag, making it difficult for 
the League to insure their speedy 
return to the proper owner. The li- 
cense in this case provides a means 
of identification and proof of own- 
ership of the dog. If he is lost, your 
dog can’t speak to tell his owner’s 
name, but his license tag will talk 
for him. 


Checked your account lately? If 
you change jobs frequently you 
should check at least every three 
years to see that your earnings 
have been properly reported and 
credited on the records of the So- 
cial Security Administration. Fu- 
ture benefits to you and your 
family will be based on these rec- 
ords.

After fly- 
ing 42 missions over Europe he 
was shot down over Germany and 
spent eleven months as a prisoner 
of war. 

Upon his release from the Air 
Force in 1946 he became associated 
with Browning Laboratories, Inc., 
as an on the job student. In the 
fall of 1946 he began night courses 
in Electronics at Northeastern Uni- 
versity. He received his A.E.E. de- 
gree in the Spring of 1951 and was 
promoted to Chief of the Instru- 
ment Repair Department at Brown- 
ing. 

In the fall of 1953 he developed 
and turned out the first Print Wire 
Chassis for Browning, and in the 
winter of 1953-54 he was made 
Quality Control Engineer for the 
plant. 

At present he is associated with 
Edgerton, Germeshausen, and 
Grier, Inc., Consulting Engineers, 
as a Quality Control Engineer. 

While in the service he received 
the Air Medal with two Oak-leaf 
clusters, the Purple Heart, the 
American Theatre Medal, the Eu- 
opean Theatre Medal with five bat- 
tle stars, the Victory Medal, a 
Presidential Citation and the Good 
Conduct Medal. He now holds the 
rank of Captain in the 9230th Air 
Reserve Squadron in Cambridge. 

Mr. Blanchard joined Civil De- 
fense in the fall of 1951 under Mr. 
James Blackham, as Communica- 
tions Director. Then when Mr. 
Boecker took command he was ap- 
pointed Deputy Director.

It may also be employed in its dry 
form for cooking and seasoning 
both raw and cooked vegetables and 
fruits. It affords economies in 
transportation because, instead of 
glass jars, it may be shipped in 
air-tight, moisture-proof packages 
or containers, with the result that 
breakage is eliminated and savings 
in weight are afforded. Further- 
more, as an additional advantage- 
ous feature, it may be stored under 
ordinary conditions without danger 
of decomposition or a change in its 
characteristics. 

In its essentials, Mr. Haney’s 
product comprises a dry powdered 
mixture of approximately one part 
dextrin and four parts powdered 
milk, skimmed or whole.
